Tunnel Excavators Pull the Wall on

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 23.—Eight men 
were killed (possibly ten) and five more 
injured, two fatally, at the .Carnegie 
Tunnel on the Chartiers division of 


the Panhandle Railroad last night. 
The accident is due to the wall of the 
tunnel caving in on a number ol 


workmen. The dead are: 
JOHN JONES, foreman. 
FELIX MILLS, laborer.

FIRST BLOOD FOR HENRY 


Honest Jacob Neif’oi Placer Temporary Chairman 
~ OL the Republican State Conventidn, 


The Southland Masses Its Forces in Magnificent Manner and 
Compels Its Northern Opponents to Withdraw. 


WATERS HAS A CLEAR FIELD- IN THE SIXTH DISTRICT. 


Mammoth Attendance on One of the Most Notable Conventions in Cali- 
fornia’s History—Pavilion at Sacramento Glorious With the Colors of 
the Union—Maj. McLaughlin Summons the Great Gathering to Order — 
National Anthems Thrill the Multitude With Patriotic Fervor—Cheers 
for the Flag, the President and Dewey—First Day of the Session Pro- 
ductive of One Great Development—The South Against the North and 
a Brilliant Campaign at That—The Test Vote Brings Bitter Defeat to 
Pardee and Brown—Nomination of Los Angeles Candidate Assured. 


SACRAMENTO, Aug. 23.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The banners are waving 
Annie Dear in the tented space im tlre 
big Pavilion with the same grace and 
lavishness of color that they did @ 
week ago today when the Democrats 
convened in that canvassed area, but 
the scene when Chairman Frank Mc- 
Laughlin called the convention to or- 
der was as unlike the one last week as 
the Popocrats and Republicans differ in 
principle. ‘There was a great audience 
mass'og the platform, standimg in the 
wings at either end of the stage and 
filling the chairs in the rear of the del- 
egates to the last seat, and there was 
an air of expectancy and suppressed 
excitement about the doings that dif- 
fered from the Maguire machine pol- 
itics of last week as two stars differ 
from each other in glory. Displayed on 
the upward slope of canvas over the 
steps that lead from the center aisle 
to the rostrum’ there is a magnificent 
portrait .f ovr,great President, who 
has brought the land we love through 
the stress of war to a sucessful peace, 
and flanking the portrait of Washing- 
ton that hangs immediately behind the 
chainman’s seat are portraits of some 
of the brilliant and noble men whose 
record has gone to the everlasting glory 
of the mation and of the Republican 
party. 

The hour of 1 o'clock passes with the 
delegates dropping in singly and in 
groups, and at 1:15 the band begins 
playing an air which sounds like the 
first bugle-call of a great campaign. 
It is half past one. Paris Kilbourn 
comes down the aisle, bearing a great 
Landle “of small flags which he dis- 
tributes to the delegates, to the spec- 
tators massed about the stand amd to 
the men of the press who are writing 


(the story of this momentous conven- 


vion. 

A quarter of an hour later, by the 
clock that is striking away the minutes 
above the picture of the republic’s first 
President, and the big, sumptuous and 
phlegmatic chairman of the State Cen- 
tral Committee smiles into the up- 
turned faces of the men on the floor 
below, raps with the gavel and an- 
nounces a double quartette of male 
and female voices. An opgan starts 
up the prelude to the sonorous air 
“America,” and then the great audi- 
ence rises as the singers begin and 
there is the waving of hundreds of 
flags, a billowing puna of color 
in which there blossoms the 
stars of our country’s ensign, 
mingled with the _ glorious. stripes 
of red and white that our soldier boys 
have been following up the slope at 
El Caney, nailing to the mast at Ma- 
nila and hoisting forever and forever 
above the bedauteous islands to the 
westward where it is always summer. 

ENTHUSIASM UNDER WAY. 

The Mayor of the city is introduced. 
He welcomes the delegates to the cap- 
ital city and wishes them a happy 
stay. Then the band on the platform 
plays the prelude to that glorious lyric, 
the “Star Spangled Banner,” and a 
wave of applause rustles across the 


and breaks into a volley of cheers amid 
the waving of flags that gives the floor 
the semblance of a great patchwork 
of stars and stripes. As the quartette 
sings the stirring music that is har- 
nessed to Key’s immortal poem, the 
delegates and the sudience join with 
them, and the cadences of the great 
and glorious song that stirs the heart 
until the eyes brim over with tears 
floats out upon the breeze, swells into 
the rafters beyond the canvassed areca, 
and dies away as the great audience 
stirs into its seat at the conclusion 
of the second stanza with the pleading 
and hopeful refrain: 

the Star Spangled Panner, oh, 

Long may it wavé- 

O‘er the land of the free and the 

home of the brave.” 

A delegate at the conclusion of the 
song leaps upon a chair and shouts: 
“Three cheers for ‘Old Glory.’” They

Another’ en- 
thusiastic patriot cries out: “Three 
cheers for Admral Dewey,” and there 
is a shout that would appear to be 
loud enough for the great sailor to 
hear in Manila. Then there are cheers 
for the ladies of the quartette and for 
Mayor Land and the city of Sacra- 
mento, then for business. 

THE CRISIS. 

Frank Ryan, the efficient gentleman 
who has been the secretary of so many 
Republican conventions, read the list 
of officers other than that of chair- 
man. Maj. M«Lauhlin declares the 
nomination of a temporary chairman 
in order. Without any fuss c@ feathers 


stage and placirg himself on exhibi- 
ton, without any dreary tommy-rot 
and verbal bouquet-throwng, Powers 
of San Francisco nominates the old 
war-house, Jacob Neff. Across the 
aisle, as Powers takes his seat, Judge 
Van R. Patterson, natty, neat and de- 
bonair, rises and in a few words nom- 
inates Joe Campbell, this move having 
been agreed upon this morning in or- 
der that there might be a test of 
strength by the opponents to our bril- 
liant campaigner from Los Angeles. 
Levinsky of Stockton seconds the 
nomination of Campbell, and _inci- 
dentally mentions the name of H. H. 
Markham, which evokes probably three 
hand-claps, more or less. Alameda 
county seconds Campbell's nomination, 
and then Truman of San Francisco 
cuts off further foolishness of talk by 
moving that nominations close 


With his strong, sonorous voice, 
Frank Ryan begins the roll call. Ala- 
meda votes solid for Campbell. Ama- 


dor follows suit, and the smaller coun- 
ties of the northern end of the State 
line up in the anti-Gage column. Pen- 
cils are out all over the hall, and eyes 
are fastened upon the tally sheets. It 
is apparently the war of the rebellion 
over again, the North against the 
South, and as the battle of the ballots 
proceeds, the old campaigner sees that 
the North has but a thin and waver- 
ing line, while the South has massed 
its forces and is coming into the en- 
gagement with bands playing, colors 
flying and the boys cheering. Los An- 
geles votes 85 solid for Neff; San Diego, 
San Bernardino, Riverside, Ventura, 
Orange, Fresno, Santa Barbara sweep 
into the column with company front 
behind her. It is war, and it is mag- 
nificent. Though there is no hiss of 
bullets and ro scream of shells, one in 
fency sees an organized, compact force 
moving with resistless energy to a 
point aimed at like a great army with 


bayonets of steel and with banners 
fiying. 

NEFF WINS. 
The roll call goes on. There are 


scattering shots from the brush for 
Campbell, but when the artillery turns 
loose, the volley is for Neff every time. 
Santa Clara sends in a roaring smash 
with her vote for Neff, and a ripple of 
applause runs about the auditorium. 
San Francisco opens up her batterieg 
and sends shrapnel shells and solid 
shot into the campbells that are not 
coming. There is a lull in the can- 
nonading as a Campbell delegate in 
the Thirty-sixth Assembly District de. 
mands the polling of his delegation. 
“The call resul:s in a change of one 
vote from Neff to Campbell, giving in 
that district 10 for Neff and 2 for 
Campbell. 
Suddenly there breaks out all over 
the hall the cry of ‘Neff! Neff! Nef!” 
The man from the mountains has won 
his fight. Judge Patterson moves that 
Neff be nominated by atclamation, and 
three cheers are given for the veteran

Williams of 
Ventura is to all appearances a very 
strong probability, with Van Fleet as 
the other nominee, though neither of 
these nominations will do to gamble 
on. Ford holds steady for the Attor- 
ney-Generalship, and as for the other 
offices one man's guess is about as good 
as another's.

SEVENTH GETS TWO OF THEM. 


THE SCANDIA AND HER TROOPS 
WILL GO SATURDAY. | 


Mustering-out Order Expected To- 
day—Hobson and His Rubber 
Bag en Route to Cuba. 
Fever Deaths. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 23.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The sailing. schedule 
for the fleet of transports which is to 
leave for Honolulu within the next 
seven days has been made out. The 
hospital ship Scandia will not get 
away before Saturday, on account of 
some changes to be made for accom- 
modation of commissary stores. In or- 
der to enable her to carry these extra 
stores, it will be necessary to take out 
some of the passenger bunks. 

About half of the Oregon recxuits 
who were originally designated for the 
Scandia, will remain behind, and go 
on the Sydney and Australia. The 300 
New Yorkers, Third Battalion of the 
Twenty-third Infantry, 150 men of 
the Hospital Corps and part of the 
Oregon recruits will go aboard Friday 
afternoon. and the Scandia will sail 
Saturday morning. The detachment 
of the First New York will join its 
regiment at Honolulu, and the remain- 
der of the troops will be held there 
with those who went on the Arizona, 
with the exception of the hospital crew, 
which will proceed to Manila witb the 
drain on the Hospital Corps 
leaving but forty men at the Div:-f:on 
Field Hospital, will be filled by thirty 
women nurses and by on the 

sarious regiments remaining. 

"The ‘Australia and City of Sydney 
are being rapidly prepared for the re- 
ception of the Seventh California, 
which will probably march’ through 
the streets and aboard the transports 
Saturday, getting away to the islands 
Sunday morning. The two ships will 
accommodate about 1370 men, while 
the Seventh will not take above 1250, 
the regiment being reduced to this 
number by sickness. The remainder 
of the Oregon. recruits will be taken 
to fill the two ships. | 

The City of Peking, which arrived 
from Manila Monday, is ‘again ready 
to take 1300 men aboard, and will leave 
for Honolulu Monday. Gen. Miller 
has already selected the regiment to 
go on her, but will keep the matter 
an official secret, in order that there 
may not be any wrangling or bad 
feeling on the part of the disappointed 
commands. Although Gen. Miller is 
keeping the matter quiet, it is gen- 
erally believed that the Kansans are 
destined to go out on the ship that 
carried the gallant First to Manila. 

Gen. Miller has said that the best 
qualified regiment in points of equip- 
ment. drill, ete., will go. Kansas is 
the best-equipped regiment at Camp 
Merriam, and has an excellent repu- 
tation for soldierly qualities. The 
regiment has also been warned to be 
ready for an early movement. ~ 


TYPHOID FEVER. 


Twenty Cases Discovered in the 


Seventh. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 23-—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Typhoid fever has 
appeared in the Seventh California 
Regiment to such an alarming extent 
that today military officials had ai- 
most decided to leave it out of the 
expeditions to. Honolulu now prepar- 
ing. On consultation with the army 
medical department this evening, Gen. 
Miller concluded that the regiment 
could safely sail, but it must be. 
moved immediately to the Presidio, 
where it will go into camp for the 
three days that intervene before it 
embarks upon the transports. 

The news of the invasion of the regi- 
ment by the dread disease came to Gen. 
Miller for the first time today, and 
then by merest accident. He began 
immediate personal investigation, and 
visiting the camp at Camp Merritt, 
called before him, in the absence of 
Col. Berry and Chief Surgeon Choate, 
the staff officers and surgeons who 
were present. In all he found that 
there were twenty cases of typhoid in 
the command. They have been com- 
ing into the hospital two or three a 
day of late. Six are now being treated 
in the regimental hospital, two others 
were sent to the division hospital to- 
day, four day before yesterday, and 
several more in days preceding. Nearly 
all of the typhoid patients are from 
Companies A and H, which are 
camped on the lowest part of the 
grounds and toward the south. The 
first sergeant of Company: F is the 
latest victim. 

Of all the companies of the regiment 
Company H is suffering the most 
through sickness. Capt. Roblee, as- 
sistant surgeon of the regiment, said 
today that over forty in that com- 
pany were now imeapacitated for drill 
or in the hospitals. Capt. Roblee’s 
explanation of the occurrence of ty- 
phoid in the regiment is that the camp 
grounds are land filled in over an old 
Chinese cemetery and garbage heaps, 
and further that germs have 
multiplied in the vicinity of sinks 
which are in a very poor condition, in 
some cases being allowed to remain 
-Fiies. lighting upon meat at the 
cook tents communicate the germs to 


“The two companies which have been 
most afflicted are in the lowest part 
of camp. There has been some eeffort 
to remedy evil of unsanitary sinks. A 
new one was dug Saturday, and to- 
day while men were at work upon an- 
other they uncovered such a mass of 
filth—a relic of former occupants of 
the field—that they were compelled 
to stop their work.” 
. Gen. Miller was. at..a.jioss to under- 
stand* why so serious a matter had not. 
been reported to him. The officers 
of the regiment were surely cognizant 
of it, and it is inexplicable why they 
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iors, and ask that the camp be moved 
to some more healthful site. Before 
leaving camp Gen. Miller gave orders 
that companies’ H and A be moved at 
once into a lot occupied by the head- 
quarters of the regimental commander, 
and that new sinks be built. ‘Should 
it be necessary,’ said he; ‘“‘drop drills 
and turn out the regiment to get this 
work done.” 

On consultation with Maj. Matthews, 
Chief Surgeon at Division Hospital, 
Gen. Miller decided to move the 
whole regiment to the Presidio to- 
morrow. The regiment will be given 
the grounds occupied by thém on 
their arrival from the South, and more 
recently given over to the New Yorkers. 
At Gen. Miller’s request Maj. Matth- 
ews made his recommendations in 
writing. He said he believed that it 
was of the most urgent importance 
to move the Seventh as soon as possi- 
ble, if it were only for but a single 
day before it embarked. He gave his 
opinion that it would not be necessary 
in view of the non-contagious char- 
acter of the disease, t6 postpone the 
departure of the regiment. Maj. 
Matthews believes the constitutions of 
many of the men camped at Camp 
Merritt have been weakened by ex- 
posure to fog, wind and dampness, 
which has rendered them susceptible 
to attacks of various diseases. 

ABANDON CAMP THOMAS.

WAR’S LESSONS. 


Sampson Has Learned a Great 


Many Things. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

BOSTON, Aug. 23.—A Boston Jour- 
nal reporter interviewed Rear-Admiral 
Sampson on the train for Washington. 
Admiral Sampson was reminded that 
Admiral Colomb, the English author- 
ity, had said that this war had taught 
mo lessons in naval architecture for 
naval strategy. 

“If he said that,’’ was the commen, 
“he does not know what. he is talking 
about, for the war has taught %. great 
many things. For one thing. it has 
shown the mecessity of making ships 
of war fireproof. It won’t suffice mereiy 
to make the wood work fireproof, in 
my cpinion, for there are object crs to 
the process as it involves unnecessary 
expenditures, and ships ought 1t9 he 
built practicaly without wood work ut 
all, and there is no good reas wiry 
this cannot be done. After the way 
in which the wood work of the Apan- 
ish ships caught fire causing ‘he de- 
struction of the ships, there can be ne 
question about the importance of this 
change.” 

“We are mot likely to hear so much 
about torpedo boats as We usel to 
sear before the war,”’ was suggested. 

“Probably not. At the same time, 
it must be remembered that torpe jc 
bonts have never had a really fair 
test. They have always been faulty in 
comstruction; necessary qualities have 
been sacrificed to speed. There is no 
good reason why a torpedo boat should 
have a speed of more than 24 to 25 
miles an hour, but it has been thought 
so importent to have them speedy that 
they have been made too light and 
in some instances they are little better 
than eggshells. The torpedo boat has 
its uses, but it ought to be built ac- 
cording to the right ideas. 

“It won't do either to draw tov hasty 
a conclusion from rn way in which 
the..Glougester,. Which was a con- 
verted yacht. did up 


the Pluton...The Gloucester was hastily 


transformed into a torpedo-buat de- 
stroyer, it is true, but it is not a small 
boat by any means.” 

“How about the big gums? The %- 
inch and rapid-fire guns seem to have 
done most of the execution both at 
Manila anf at Santiago, and a ereet 
many people eeem to think the guns of 
higher caliber, the l2-inch and the 13- 
inch are oot of se erzch aceount—in 
baitle.”’ 

“The big guns alware be needed. 
There is work suich they can do and 
which is out of the question for the 
stnaller calibers. There is the ques- 
tion of smokeless powder for severa] 
reasons. First, and most important, 
is the great advantage in velocity. 


With ordinary powder the velocity is 


something like 2100; with smokéless 
powder it is nearer’ 2500. Ships using 
black poWwder are at:a digadvactage, 
too, from the fact that \Gen oné gun 
has been discharged, the gun next to 
it must wait until the smoke has 
cleared away before the target can be 
sighted. These are among the réasons 
why smokeless mowder its to be preé- 
farred to any other.”

AN EDITOR INTERVIEWED. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—A _ dispatch 
to the Herald from Ponce says: 

“Sefior Ramon Lopez, editor of La 
Correspondencia de Puerto Rico, the 
principal journal of the island, which 
is published in San Juan, has arrived 
at Ponce. 

“‘San Juan,’ he said, ‘has been cut 
off from the world since the war be- 
gan. I could only print official bulle- 
tins issued by the government regard- 
ing the progress of the war. It was 
weeks after the battle of Manila be- 
fore the government issued a bulletin 
admitting defeat. The news of the 
destruction of Cervera’s fleet reached 
San Juan the day after it happened, 
but I was not permitted to print evén 
a rumor for ten days. Later Capt.- 
Gen. Macias issued a bulletin stating 
that six American vessels had been 
sunk. He declared the six included two 
battleships. 

“The truth was never published in 


San Juan, but the facts leaked out 
unofficially. The same -secrecyY 


observed when Santiago sufrendered. 
Early inethe war the citizens of San 
Juan, who are extremely pro-Spanish, 
credited the official announcéments of 
Victory; but after Santiago fell thry 
lost hope. Even the mest rampant 
Spaniards began to admit that Spain 


was not able to fight the United 
States. 
**Before the Americans landed in 


Porto Rico, many citizens of San Juan 
organized a regiment to defend the 
island. After the landing théy began 
to hear stories of the strength and 
efficiency of the American army, and 
the regiment was disbanded. We had 
little news of the progress of the cam- 
paign in Porto Rico, but could’ easily 
tell that things were going against the 
Spaniards. I was permitted to print 
nothing about the American success, 
nevertheless the facts crept San 
Juan, greatly discouraging the Spani- 
ards among the population. . 
**Macias presrved a bold front and 
maintained his wanmg authority. For 
weeks’ I have been expecting to he 
awakened during the night by shélis 
bursting. We feared bombardment 
and siege. lKverybody realized that the 
city could not be successfully defended. 
When the news of peace came, every- 
body rejoiced. Even.the Spanish offi- 
cers knew the war was hopeless, and 
had better be brought to an énd soon. 
The terms caused a little mortifica- 
tion, but the Spanish residents seem 
now to be resigned. They say now 
they prefer to be an». Amerfcan terri- 
tory rather than a Porto Rican repub- 
lic. Most of the Spaniards will ewallow 
their discomfiture and rematn on the 
islané and become American citizens. 
“ "Those of the better class naturally 
feel humiliated, but if the government 
of the island is to be changed. they 
prefer to be a part of the United 
States. They expect an é¢ra-of great 
commercial prosperity from -American 
rule. They no longer call Americans 
“pigs” and “cowards.” The war brought 
great respect for the American flag. 
“‘It is reported that thé natives 
accused of the murder of a Spaniard 
near Yauco were arrest@d. Yesterday 
the famous guerrilla, Figaro. was cap- 
tured near Coamo and brought to jail 
here. He is accused ef burning the 
village of Colo. He denies his guilt 
emphatically, but admits having slain 
several Spanish soldiers. While skir- 
mishing in the mountains. Gen. Ma- 
announced his intention to detect 
and punish the perpetrators of the 
Ciales massacre.’

SHE IS INNOCENT. 


Julius Hauser Horribly Burned by a 
Live Wire—Climatic and Crop 
Conditions—Jim. Corbett's 
Parents Interred. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

STOCKTON, 23.—Mrs. Botkin 
Was arrested by Chief of Police Gall 
and Detective Ed Gibson, the latter of 
San Francisco, at o'clock this 
evening in her room at the Windsor 
Hotel. 

SHE FELT HUMILIATED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

STOCKTON, Aug. 23.—‘I have been 
sufficiently humiliated,”’ said Mrs. W. 
A. Botkin to an Associated Press cor- 
respondent tonight at $ o’clock, as she 
was about to leave her room in the 
Windsor Hotel, deprived of her free- 
fom until she has answered to the 
courts of Delaware for the murder of 
Mrs. John P. Dunning and Mrs. J. R. 
Deane ‘This is the béginning of the 
end of this trying situation. I have 
said all that I have to say of the case, 
pave that I am confident in the posi- 
tion which I can stand, of my inno- 
cence of the charge against me.” 

She turned from the corresnvondent to 
Mrs. Buoff, the lady who has nursed 
her through much illness, both here 
and in San Francisco, and as their 
hands and lips met, the arrested lady 
murmured: “I thank you from the 
very bottom of my heart.” 

Mrs. Botkin was dressed in a close- 
fitting tailor-made suit of black, which 
phe had put on in place of the loose 
flowing evening gown which she wore 
when the officers came to her room 
with the warrants charging two cases 
of murder. Chief Lees in San Fran- 
cisco had received notice from the At- 
torney-General of Delaware during the 
afternoon that warrants had been 
pworn out for the woman at Dover. He 
had been expecting something of the 
kind for some time, and was prepared 

for it. Detective Ed Gibson, who has 
been working on the case, went im- 
mediately before Judge Joachimsen 
and swore out warrants for the arrest 
of Mrs. Botkin, and started imme2i- 
ately with them for Stockton, arriving 
at $:15 p.m. 

Gibson enlisted the aid of Chief of 
Police Gall, and together they started 
over to the Windsor Hotel. For days 
the office and hallways of the hotel 
have not been free from the presence 
of a newspaper reporter or two, and 
that was the case this evening. They 
crowded toward the door of Mrs. Bot- 
kin’s room, for the presence of the 
two officers could have but one import. 
Mr. Botkin was present, as were also 
the lady’s nurse and the reporters. A 
request that the room be cleared was 
partially complied with, and the war- 
rants were read to the lad. 

Chief Gall stated that he had a war- 
rant for Mrs. Botkin’s arrest, and the 
lady replied, showing that she haa 
expected it, and was prepared for the 
stroke. Her breath came a little more 
quickly, as she stood, up at the request 
of the Chief to listen to the reading, 

“So this is the result, or one of them.” 
she remarked, and turned as though to 
sit down. 

“I have another which you must lis- 
ten to,”’ said the Chief. “Shall I read 
it now?” 

“If you are not too tired,” said the 
lady, and she returned her fixed gaze 
to the face of the reader. 

There was little or no sign of agita- 
tion on the part of the prisoner when 
the second was finished, and she asked 
if it would not be possible for the ofti- 
cer to appoint a deputy and permit 
her to remain at the hotel during thre 
night. She was told that he could not. 
but that she would have to go to jail. 
Some preparation for moving was 
mecessary. What possessions she had 
in the room must of necessity be 
packed, and she was given ample time 
and assistance in the work which was 
before her. 

Then came the parting, and on the 
arm of Chief Gall she passed out of 
the hall and downstairs to the car- 
riage which was in waiting to take her 
to jail. Mr. Botkin remained in the 
room a minute to see that nothing was 
left behind, and then followed on foot 
to the jail. 

Mrs. Botkin was self-contained and 
had control of herself sufficiently to 
get from the room to the carriage and 
from the carriage to the cell-door with- 
out assistance. In the corridor sh: 
Was given a seat while she waited the 
pleasure of the jailor for a moment. 

Mr. Botkin remained with her for a 
time, conversing in a low tone. When 
he stepped to the door of the office for 
@ moment, her face, which had been 
beavily veiled from the moment she 

Was ready to leave her own room for 
the jail, sank upon her breast: and she 
raised it only when her husband 
stepped back to her chair and she 
started for the female department of 
the jail. 

To reporters she sent word that she 
had nothing to say to them, and to 
Jatier Benjamin she said she did -nor 
intend to see another reporter as long 
as she lived. She sent word by Mrs. 
Benjamin that she was going to re- 
tire for the night, and did net wish 
to be disturbed on any pretext.

This was evidently a mistake. Mrs. 
Botkin’ is herself of Bnglish birth, and 
the addition was imtemded to serve as 
a description. 

After sending an officer to Stockton 
with the necessary warrants charging 
Mrs. Botkin with having caused the 
death of Mrs. Dunning and Mrs. Deane, 
Chief Lees ordered a search made of 
the apartments which Mrs. Botkin had 
recently occupied in the Victoria, a 
loiiging-fouse of this city. All her be- 
lotigings were confiscated, and after 
careful examination, any letters or pa- 
pers or any article pertaining to the 
sending of the candy will be retained 
to be used as evidemce against,her at 
her forthcoming trial in the Delaware 
courts. 


CHIEF LEE’S INFORMATION.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 23.—Chief

No affirma- 
tion or denial of this report could be 
obtained. 


LOS ANGELES VICTIMS, 


Copper River Gold Stories Lured 
Them to Their Deaths, 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
SEATTLE (Wash.,) Aug. 23.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] One dead, the 
other dying, is the fate of two Los 
Angeles men who strove for gold in 
the terrible Copper River country. 
Reuben Brown, colored, is the dead 
man, and yesterday Charles McClar- 
ren, the dying pardner, Was taken to 
the County Hospital from the steam- 
er Excelsior. Exhaustion from con- 
stant packing over a mountain trail 
tells the story of their wasting away. 
Brown and McClarren were two un- 
usually strong and healthy men when 
they went to Copper River early in the 
year. With thousands of others they 
struggled over the Valdes Glacier, only 
to meet with worse stumbling-blocks 
on the other side. Soon the constant 
strain began to tell on them. They 
grew Weaker and weaker, until they 
fell behind the rush they had led on 
the start. 

Finally they decided to turn back. 
They had started too late. The road 
back was equally as hard, and there 
was no golden magnet to pull them on. 
Once on the glacier they had to give 
up and go into camp. Their limbs 
became swollen and black, and they 
almost cried from pain. July 5, Brown 
died. A party of miners took com- 
passion on McClarren, and packed him 
across the worst trail in Alaska. He 
would have met the same fate as his 
pardner had not help arrived; as it is, 
he will probably die, and his brother, 


who lives in Les Angeles, has been 
sent for.

She tried to 
extinguish the blaze with a blanket, 
but in spreading it over the children 
she fanned the now fierce fire against 
her own clothing, which blazed up in 
an instant, completely enveloping the 
poor woman. Though burning to 
death she picked up the baby, and, 
hugging it to her breast, ran shriek- 
ing from the house,

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 23.—The cli- 
matic and crop conditions existing in 
California for the week ending Aug- 
ust 22, have been summarized by the 
Weather Bureau as follows: 

“Generally cooler weather is reported 
from the interior. No rain has fallen 
excapt in San Bernardino and River- 
side counties, and in some sections con- 
siderable damage is being done to or- 
chards by the continued drought. Beans 
and small fruits are injured, but wal- 
nuts are not materially damaged. 
Oranges and lemons are looking well. 
In the coast section crops are nearly 
up to the average. Sugar beets will 
probably prove a fair crop in coast 
sections. Hop picking will begin about 
the Ist of September. The picking of 
grapes for raisins will begin in several 
sections this week.’

PRESIDENT HENDRIX’S ADDRESS. 

President Hendrix responded to the 
words of welcome, following those re-

“The only thing that we know with 
certainiv about hard times is that they 
at last come to an end. At the begin- 
ning of this year the music we all jove 
began once more. The first six 
months of 1898 has broken the record. 
The money circulation in the nast 
year increased $197,400,000, and most cf 
it was gold. The per capita circula- 
tion increased $2.17 for 74,522,000 people. 
Two great harvests have been cashed, 
and through the car windows coming 
here we saw a third getting ready. 
Less than 5 per cent. of the railroad 
mileage, out of 20 per cent. in 1894, re- 
mains in hands of receivers. 

“This is the twenty-fourth annual 
convention of the American Bankers’ 
Association. We have 3350 members, 
representing an investment of more 
than a Dillion dollars in the business 
of banking and the custody of more 
than four billions of dollars of de- 
posits. It is the oldest and the largest 
associat:on of bankers in the world. 
When it was organized our councry 
Was on 1 paper basis. Since the re- 
sumption of specie payments our gov. 
ernment has redeemed over $500,000 (00 
cf its demand notes and paid more 
than $1,300,000,000 of its bonded debt in 
gould. The bankers of the first con- 
vention talked about the retirement of 
the grecnhbacks, taking the government 
out of the banking business, and the 
war tax; and nearly a quarter of a 
century later we face the same ques- 
tions. Our nation has been called the 
greatest experimental laboratory in 
finance the world has ever seen, but a 
period cf mcre exact and scientific 
thought upon money and ~»panking 
questions is at hand. 

“In the past year there has been 
much dsecussion of a reform of our 
credit currency system. It presents 
definitely « cuestion of national policy, 
very old in history, as to whether the 
nation shall reserve to itself the power 
to issue credit currency, or whether 
that power shall be devolved upon the 
banks. Our paper currency is an un- 
paid debt of the civil war, and in re- 
taining it in our financial system we 
have had an object lesson; for many 
yon, presenting its benefits and its 
evils. 

“Under the intelligent guidance of 
the Monetary Commission appointed 
by the Indianapolis Monetary Conven- 
tion, a measure has been’ evoived, 
which has been modified and report. 
to the House of Representatives by the 
Committee on Banking and Currency. 
This bill satisfies many objections 
made by conservative bankers. It de- 
serves your careful consideration. We 
are in a transition state in our finan- 
cial affairs. We can well afford to 
take short steps, even though the foot- 
ing ts difficult, if we feel that we are 
facing toward solid ground and a 
straight path. 

“It is no easy task to create a bank 
currency system to fit 70,000,000 of peo- 
Re distributed over an area of 3,000,- 

square miles, and to meet the di- 
verse needs of different parts of our 
country, and to have the system ad- 
ministered under . national control 
through many thousand corporate 
banks. Our complex monetary situa- 
tion adds to the obstacles to be over-

branches.of its industry, for the new 
eri now dawning, and out of the 
erment there will, in natural order, 
be evolved a system of finance worthy 
of the destiny to which, as a nation, 
we seem to be committed. 

“The met earnings on the money in- 
vested in banking, in capital and sur- 
plus, does not exceed, as a whole, 
per cent. The net earnings in the year 
ended June 30, 1897, on the capital and 
surplus of the national banks, were 
5.4 per cent., and in twenty-eight years 
the average net earnings on the capi- 
tal and surplus of the national banks 
have been 7.8 per cent. Since the be- 
ginning of the national bank system 
5095 banks have been organized, of 
which 3617 are in operation. There 
have been only 368 failures among 
national banks in thirty years, so that 
more than a thousand banks have

and a great widening of the 
operations and influence of American 


liquidated and paid all claims, the in- 
ference being that they could not make 
the business pay. 

One of the lessons derived from our 
last. period of trade depression is, that 
bankers must reduce credits to a more 
scientific basis, and get into close and 
accurate touch with the affairs of 
dealers. The credit men of mercantile 
houses, who Siye credit in goods as we 
Sive credit in money, have organized 
in a national association, to bring about 
Sreater accuracy in information and 
uniformity in statement. Every banker 
is interested in promoting the use of 
uniform credit statements. The mer- 
cantile agencies are seeking to im- 
prove their service, and we can do 
much to assist them. The influence of 
this association should be freely given 
to the movement of the National Credit 
Men’s Association, to have merchants 
file detailed statements with the mer- 
cantile agencies, and to have the latter 
indicate in their reports whether or 
not ratings are based on such state- 
ments. 

“Every banker has his eye on the 
enormous gold production of the world, 
in which Colorado is taking such a 
commanding position in this country. 
Irom figures at hand it appears that 
the world’s gold production for 1897 
was $240,000,000, coinage value, and is 
now greater than the combined produc- 
tion of both gold and silver was ten 
years ago. The estimate of the gold 
production for 1898, based on the large 
return already in, is $275,000,000. The 
gold production of Colorado last year 
Placed her first in the list of gold-pro- 
ducing States. Her gold product this 
year will probably exceed in value the 
Silver product of 1890, the year the 
Sherman law was passed. 
.| “In the past we have devoted our 

conventions for the most part to listen- 
ing to learned econdmic essays. Our 
members traveled far, and sat silent to 
listen. They went away with a mass 
of arguments and facts and statistics 
to digest and many of them never came 
back. In recent years, we have sought 
to draw upon the experience, practical 
thought and philosophy of: our own 
members—in short, to develop home 
talent—and we are much better satis- 
fied. This business-like tendency of our 
association’s affairs has met with 
hearty approval. We hope, in this con- 
vention, that the individual member 
Who has any question bothering his 
brain, will make a demand draft upon 
us all. We are here to help one an- 
other all we can, and to get the benefit 
of many minds. 

“We have another practical purpose 
in the hands of an efficient committee; 
that is, to get uniform laws in all the 
States on commercial paper. For many 
years we have been working to abolish 
days of grace; and, although the end 
of this effort is not yet in sight, we 
have made satisfactory progress. 

“The confusion of statutes in the dif- 
ferent States has long been perplexing 
to business men. As clearing agents otf 
the merchant and manufacturer, bank- 
ers come directly in contact with these 
conflicting laws. It is a long and te- 
dious task to reconcile the differinz 
State policies. 

“There is clearly a demand for prac- 
tical results from all bankers’ associa- 
tions. Bankers are trained to get at 
the practical end of a problem. The ten- 
dency in the associations of the various 
States is to do something. There has 
been a controversy with the express 
companies about rates on money pack- 
ages. The express money order has 
also received attention; and in Georgia, 
in Texas, in Arkansas and also in “un. 
ada, the banks, through their associu- 
tions, have gone practically to work to 
meet the competition by a system of 
reciprocal drafts. The clearing house 
idea in interior districts is under dis- 
cussion. The ever-present burden of 
bank taxation is being handled with 
moie energy; credit-information plans 
are being talked about, and while the 
war revenue tax is operative, there is 
a new topic to absorb much attention. 

“As bank profits decrease, and we all 
see that tendency as the interest rates 
get lower, a higher range of skill will 
be required in our business. Just as 
much close hard study is being given 
to business today as to any profession. 
We have to be attentive to every detail 
to get a good result. A bank vither 
gces ahead or falls behind; it will not 
run itself. Then, too, bankers, like 
other successful business men, must 
study the economic aspects of things 
about them. These are becoming more 
complex as civilization advances. Jt 
is our duty to study the business affairs 
of our country, to isolate and search 
out to the roots the complex economic 
phenomena, and to tell the story as 
simply as we can. What better forum 
is there for this than a bankers con- 
vention?” 

Secretary James R. Branch then read 
his annual report. The secretary, who 
appeared in his umiform of major of 
the Seventh United States Immune In- 
fantry, was received with enthusiastic 
applause.

“The prosecution of the rotective 
work during the year has inteved the 
consideration of two thousand reports, 
letters, etc., relating to the operations 
of criminals in every section of the 
country, and has exemplified more 
clearly than ever the fact heretofore 
noted in our reports, that the more 
dangerous and expert criminals have 
shown a disposition to avoid the banks 
which are members of this association, 
and the committee has had to deal with 
the common grade of swindler, whose 
bungling work very shortly ends in 
his arrest. 

“The agents of the association have 
generally investigated and reported 
on the operations of criminals, involv- 
ing Over four hundred cases of forgeries 
and swindles during the year ending 
August 1, 1898. Of seventy-eight crime. 
inals who swindled, or attempted to 
swindle, members of the association 
since August 1, 1897, thirty-three have 
been placed under arrest and twenty- 
five have been convicted. — 

“The figures revised by our latest 
reports show that during the year end- 
ing August 1, 1898, forty-three banks 
not members of the association have 
been attacked by depredators and suf- 
fered a total loss of $90,150. uring 
the samep eriod members of tie asso- 
clation lost $2400. 

“In accordance with the terms of the 
contract requiring the detective agency 
to keep members posted, a series of 
information bulletins, beginning with 
the issue of August, 1898, has been de- 
signed by the Protective Committee, 
to convey to niembers information 
culled from the mass of matter contin- 
ually piling up in the files. 

“Following is the detailed financial 
statement of the Protective Committee 
from the close of the fiscal year, July 
31, 1897, to August 1, 1898: Receipts, 
$18,295.43; Expenditures, $16,645.59; bal- 
ance, August 1, 1898, $1649.84.” 

he report of the Executive Council 
was read by the chairman, Alvah 
Trowbridge of New York. 

Upon recommendation of the council, 
the association adopted a _ resolution 
asking that a government commission 
be created to study the financial con- 
ditions of Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines and suggest amendments 
thereof, if any are deemed necessary. 
The committee was authorized to in- 
quire into rates and forms of Surety 
bonds and to suggest a standatd form 
for warehouse receipts and bills of 
lading. 

Frank W. Tracy, chairman of the 
Committee on Uniform Laws, ‘sub- 
mitted the report of that committee, 
which Was in part as follows: 

‘The  negotiable-instrument 
which we are endeavoring to have 
passed, is very fortunate in having 
been tried for sixteen years in Great 
Britain and all its colonies. It has 
beén indorsed by experts in law in 
thirty of the States of the Union. In- 
deed, it has been subjected to all the 
criticism which the best minds in the 
legal profession could bring to bear, 
and yet has come out unscathed. In 
spite.of.this,.we find in every Legisla- 
ture some wise man who wishes to offer 
some amendment. Much _ opposition 
has been expressed to the law because 
it abolishes days of grace, and, aston- 
ishing to say, this opposition manifests 
itself more strongly in the New Ene- 
land States than anywhere else. That 
long arguments should be made against 
the abolishing of such a relic of stage- 
coach days in a country covered with 
railroads is a marvel, indeed. We are 
pleased to say, however, that this oppo- 
sition did not come from either the 
bankers or the lawyers. 

“The task of attempting to pass this 
law in all the States is one of Her- 
culean proportions, but from the ex- 
perience of the past winter your com- 
mittee believes it can be brought to a 
successful issue. We worked in five 
States only. The law was passed in 
three, and good progress was made in 
the other two. There was no failure in 
any State. The law is now in force in 
Connecticut, Maryland, New § York, 
Colorado, Massachusetts and Virginia.” 

M. M. White of Cincinnati read a 
paper in memoriam of ex-President 
Henry Rhaun of Philadelphia. 

The report of the Committee on Bu- 
reau of Education was presented by W. 
Cc. Cornwell. 

NEW LINES OF EDUCATION. 


“For many years in the United States 
a most unjust prejudice has existed 
against banks, and it is quite gener- 
ally recognized that this prejudice 
against capital employed in bankire 
does not exist against capital employed 
in other lines of business. The large 
insurance companies, with assets ag- 
gregating hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars are not made the target of the po- 
litical archer as are the bankers. This 
is probably due to the fact that the 
people have a better knowledge, gener- 
ally, of insurance than they have of 
the banking business. Where there is 
one man who keeps an account in a 
commercial institution, there are prob- 
ably a thousand who are members of 
the various fraternal orders, and are 
thus interested in and understand the 
principles of insurance, and it is for 
this reason that insurance does not 
meet the obstacles that banking does. 
If this is true of insurance, it would 
also be true of banking under similar 
circumstances. 

“The only thing to do is to educate 
the people so that they will under- 
stand that like the insurance business, 
the banking business is a decided ad- 
vantage to the people generally. snd 
that any injury done to banks is re- 
flected back upon the people. them- 
selves. When the people take these 
things as they understand other lines 
of business, prejudice will disappear. 
The existence of these prejudices has 
been no fault of the banks themselves. 

‘The fault has been that the bankers 
have not heretofore taken up the task 
of educating the people. The most 
absurd statements in regard to the 
special privileges of bankers are al- 
lowed to go unanswered and are xen- 
erally accepted by the people as true. 
Ever since the late bond issue the pa- 
pers which favor government paper 
money and free silver have been ful] 
of the wildest nonsense as to the enor- 
mous profits that would accrue to the 
hanks through the issue of notes based 
on the new bonds. And these state- 
ments are believed by probably 99 per 
cent. of the people who read them. 
There is no people in the world who 
are so ready to recognize right and jus- 
tice as the American people. It is 
folly to leave them in ignorance, and 
‘any longer to allow this prejudice to 
flourish. 

“Gentlemen, you have before you 
today..a..momentous question. Ww 
you begin now at the rity of this 
tury to right the wrongs which. have 
oppressed the men of your calling for 
fifty years, or will you supinely, 
weakly drop this task because it seems 
so great, and fall back into the 
trenches? If you do, you have learned 
the glorious lessons which our brave 
soldiers taught us before Santiago.”’

Dried and Canned ‘Fruit and Ice 
Moving—The Gila Valley Road, 

The railroads report an active traffio 
in west-bound freight, but gving east 
t-cre is less than the usual movement 
of California products. The dried apri- 
cots are being rushed out with all 
possible dispatch but there were not 
to exceed 175 cars of them. Peaches 
are not moving yet. ‘There are a good 
many canned fruits being shipped from 
the various canneries in Southern Cali- 
fornia and sone canned vegetables are 
going to the midland States. 

Citrus fruit is moving very slowly, 
two to four cars of lemons and five to 
ten cars of oranges a day make up 
the record. 

The .Southern Pacific has struck a 
little bonanza in bringing ice in from 
Lake Tahoe. The local ice companies 
were making ice using the electric 
current from the Bear Valley piant, 
But there issolittle water in the stream 
the supply of power is c ‘urtailed to such 
ar extent that instead of making 
eighty tons of ice a day, one factory 
is making less than twenty tons. To 
make up this deficit five or six cars 
a day are hauled down from Lake 
Tahoe.

‘The Phillips- -Judson Com- 
pany and the agent of the Iock Island 
both report a good party of tourists 
coming in and one going out.

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FOR CLEAN STREETS. 

One of the avcise criticisms to which 
Los Angeles is subjected from tourists, 
ind from own residents, is the 
iithy and unattractive condition of its 
streets. Not only is the paving of 
bur principal thoroughfares in a most 
ansatisfactory condition, but the filth 
‘hat has been allowed to accumulate 
ind cause inconvenience to pedestrians 
yas been greatly detrimental to the 
levelopment and prosperity of the city. 
Fortunately. the question of street 
paving has been solved, and within the 
next few months the principal busi- 
sess streets will be repaved. 

The matter of street sweeping is Tre- 
‘eiving the attention of the Merchants’ 
ind Manufacturers’ Association, in an 
ndeavor to inaugurate a system of 
band sweeping. now successfully 
‘adopted in most of the eastern cities, 
s well as in San Francisco. That 
sand sweeping is the only satisfactory 
ind successful method of keeping the 
streets clean has been fully denion- 
itrated. and is no longer an experi- 
nent. If the association can obtain 
the contract for the sweeping by hand 
»f the business portion of the city for 
yne year, it will be a new advertige- 
nent for Los Angeles, and will benefit 
jhe merchants, the property-owners 
and the general public alike. The 
lifference in the cost between machine 
yweeping and hand sweeping, however, 
ls so great that the additional expense 
vannot be borne entirely by the munici- 
pality. An effort is now being made to 
Secure financia! assistance for one year, 
So that as low a competitive bid as 
possible may be put in to obtain the 
rontract for hand sweeping in the 
business portion of the city. 

The movement should appeal to the 
public spirit of everybody interested 
in the development and welfare of Los 
Angeles. Every property-owner and 
*very merchant. as well as all public- 
tpirited citizéns should at once send to 
the secretary of the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association an agree- 
ment to contribute their share for one 
rear toward the much-needed improve- 
nent. If Los Angeles desires to grow 
and become a metropolitan city, the 
tondition of the public streets must be 
umproved., 

It is proposed, if the contract is ob- 
tained, to have the work done by uni- 
formeil men, who will be obliged to 
keep the streets clean between 7 a. m. 
and 5 p. m. each day, except Sunday. 
These men will be provided with earts. 
sontaining their utensils, upon the plan 
dow in vogue in New York, London 
and other European and 
tities.

CIVIL SERVICE AND COLONIES, 

Among the various interesting and 
important problems that will come up 
in connection with the acquisition by 
the United States of one or more Span- 
ish colonies, will be the method in 
which those colonies shall be goy- 
erned. 


the government fn India looks upon ft, 
not as a temporary political job, but as 
a life career, as, indeed, it is. Every 
year an examination is held in Lon- 
don, of candidates for admission ¢o 
the Indian civil service. Should this 
preliminary examination be _ passed, 
the candidate is allowed by the gov- 
ernment the sum of $500, to pay his 
expenses for another year, when he 
studies on more technical lines, in- 
cluding a couple of Indian dialects. ff 
he fails in this examination, he can 
try again, up to a certain age. When 
successful, he is allowed his choice of 
the Indian presidency he would prefer 
to serve in, according to the credit 
marks he received in the examination. 

The salaries paid to civil servants 
in India are good, and there are grand. 
chances for promotion. Some of the 
Officials have jurisdiction over terri- 
tories as large as California, and with 
many times the population. Then, 
after so many years’ service, the official 
is retired with a good pension. Hence, 
the British government employé hes 
every inducement to display integrity 
and efficiency, 4nd hence we so seldom 
hear of scandals in connection with 
this branch of the service. 

It may be that we shall be able to 
improve on English methods, but In 
any case, we may, with profit, study | 
the experience which England has 
gained. 


AMERICAN INVENTIVE POWER. 

The inventive power of the average 
American has never shown itself more 
plainly than in the various branches 
of shipbuilding. When the Almirante 
Oquendo was built, in 1890, she was 
probably as good a war vessel as airy 
nation could boast, and yet the Amer- 
ican fleet had her whipped at the end 
of. fifteen minutes. 
ocean passenger vessels, the trips made 
by the St. Paul and St. Louis before 
they became auxiliary cruisers, were 
far in advance of any results ever at- 
tained with a like consumption of 
fuel. , 

The most remarkable thing, how- 
ever, is the way in which improve- 
ments have been made in a class of 
vessels hitherto deemed not susceptible 
of improvement—the old style of: river 
boats. with side wheels and low-pres- 
sure engines. The Hendrick Hudson 
and Isaac Newton were built fifty-two 
years ago and ran a schedule time of 
nineteen miles per hour (except in 
the heaviest fogs, between New York 
and Albany.) In 1863 the Dean Rich- 
mond and St. John were built and 
given the same size of engines, but 
with an increase of about 15 per cent. 
in boiler surface. This enabled them 
to run twenty and one-half miles in 
fair weather. They had engines of 
eighty-six inches diameter, of cylinder 
by twelve feet stroke of piston, and 
their paddle wheels were forty-two 
feet in diameter by six feet face. 

Two years ago the directors of. that 
line set their heads at work to build 
a boat that could run fast in shallow 
water, and, with that end in view, 
built her of iron instead of wood and 
of fuller lines than the Richmond 
and St. John. They put into her the 
same sized engine, gave her the same 
boiler surface, and there all similarity 
ended. Instead of paddlewheels of 
forty-two feet diameter and six feet 
face, they gave her thirty-four feet 
diameter and nine feet face. The re- 
sults arising from this change were 
most astonishing. 

She can carry 150 tons more freight 
than could the St. John and Richmond 
and has staterooms for sixty more first- 
class passengers. Owing to the full- 
ness of her lines she can never make 
their time through the deep water 
lying between New York and Pough- 
keepsie, but, just as soon as she gets 
by that point, her superiority be- 
comes very evident, as she beats their 
time between Poughkeepsie and Albany 
all the way from forty to ninety min- 
utes, according to conditions of weather. 
This demonstrates the superiority of 
iron over wood, and also shows that 
buoyancy takes precedence over engine 


SPANISH SOLDIERS’ FAREWELL.

and the surrender of the entire Span- 
ish army in Eastern Cuba, with a pro- 
vision that the surrendered forces 
should be sent back to their native 
land at the expense of the victors.

RAILROAD BUSINESS. 


A Lasting Basis Sought for Trans- 
continental Freight Rates. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 
DENVER, Aug. 23.—The representa- 
tives of the transcontinental railroad 
lines in the United States met again 
today and resumed discussion of the 
Canadian Pacific differentials. Robert 
Kerr, general traffic manager of the 
Canadian Pacific, was admitted at to- 
day’s meetings. Many suggestions 
Were offered looking to a plan to meet 
the competition of the transcontinental 
lines outside of the United States, and 

much discussion ensued. 

An agreement to submit the question 
of transcontinental freights to a bourd 
of arbitration consisting of three mem- 
bers was reported, and it was decided 
to allow the Canadian Pacific the se- 
lection of one member, the second to 
be chosen by the transcontinental lines 
in the United States and the remaining 
arbitrator to be the choice of the {first 
two selected. 

The agreement was signed by Robert 
Kerr on the part of the Canadian Pa- 
cific and E. T. Jeffrey, president cf the 
Rio Grande, as chairman of the confer- 
ence. It is ,the unanimous - opinion 
of those engaged in the conterence 
that transcontinental «*-ieht rates are 
soon to be placed on a lasting basis, 
and that not only woull freight rates 


be made uniform, but passenger rates 
as well.

HIS LIFE AS STUDENT, FARMER, 
THEN CHIEF OF INSURGENTS, 


the University of Manila—Sent 


Home in Disgrace—Brained a 
Spanish Officer and Started the 
Rebellion. 


[Mamila Correspondence Le Temps:] 
It was only the 19th of May that the 
chief of the Philippine insurgents, 
Aguinaldo, having quitted Hongkong, 
where he had retred after the conven- 
tion of Biacnabato, landed at Cavite. 
Every one is persuaded that he was 
recalled by Commodore Dewey, who 
gave him on his arrival a warm wel- 
come. That of the natives was en- 
thusiastic. 

Agunaldo is but 27 years old. He was 
born in the village of Imus, in the 
province of Cavite, and lived there un- 
til the rebellion. His family tilled the 
soil—rice fields and sugar cane—the 
possession of which the order of the 
“Recollets,” the greatest proprietors 
of the province, contested by incessant 
lawsuits. The father of Aguinaldo, 
having little means, endured great 
privations in order to enter his son 
in the College of St. Jean de Lateran, 
then at the University of St. Tomas, 
at Manila. The cost of entering these 
establishments is high enough; it va- 
ries from f.1200 to f.1500 a year, ac- 
cordng to the wealth of the family. 

The pupils of thesé colleges, except 
some sons of poor half-breed Spani- 
ards destined to supply the native 
clergy, are of the pure Indian race or 
half-caste Chinese. ‘When they enter 
St. Jean de Lateran, newly sent up 
from the provinces, they speak only 
the dialect of their villages; scarcely 
do they know a few words of the 
Spanish tongue. Their professors— 
Dominicans—explain to them, ‘nevert- 
theless, half in Latin, half in the Cas- 
tilian, that which they are to study 
and learn. A: Latin grammar, a Span- 
ish grammar, and some. auxiliary 
books of which the text and the print 
date back to the middle of .the last 
century, are put into their hands. 

Thanks to that axiom of Spaish peda- 
gogy, la letra con sangre entra (letters 
are acquired with blood,) the poor stu- 

nts arrive in a very short time at 
speaking Latin a'ind Spanish as well 
as their own dialects. When they 
have attained to translating freely the 
classics of ancient Rome they are ad- 
mitted, always in the quality of board- 
ers, to follow the courses of the Uni- 
versity at St. Tomas. This university 
is also ruled by the Dominicans. There 
one studies physics, metaphysics, the- 
ology, jurisprudence, without except- 
ing the canon law, and even medicine. 

Aguinaldo, though he passed easily 

from the college to the university, was 
considered by his professors as having 
the most obtuse mind of all the stu- 
dents; for three years he wore the cos- 
tume of the university, and observed 
its severe discipline, its |frugal ré- 
gime, but without obtaining the least 
intellectual benefit. 
This costume of the students of Ma- 
nila deserves to be known, because of 
its elegance and originality. It 
consists of a soutane of bright blue 
satin, with sleeves of bdlack satin. 
Over this is worn a wide scarf of 
scarlet, the beca, or band of cloth, 
crossed on the breast, formerly worn 
by seminarists in Spain. For head | 
covering, a four-cornered cap; white | 
stockings, and for shoes, varnished 
slippers decorated with ilarge silver 
buckles. 

This is their dress out of doors— but 


go about without stockings and even 
without slippers. According to the 
general usage of the Philippine In- 
dians, they wear their shirts outside 
their trousers. The collars of these 
shirts must be cut away, to show on the 
breast the scapularies, the holy medals, 
chaplets and rosaries with which every 
pious and proper student should be 
abundantly provided. Always ac- 
cording to the ancient custom of the 
country—one knows that it was thus 
in Japan and Abyssinia—the use of the 
fork is interdicted to the students, 
and it is with the hand that they must 
carry to their mouths the rice boiled 
in water, the morsel of meat often 
dried in the sun and the lentils which 
serve them as food. 

The Dominicans, despairing of mak- 
ing Aguinaldo any credit to them, sent 
him back to his father, advising the 
latter to embrace for his son a career 
quite other than that of a priest, of 
letters or of science—the profession of 
arms. Gen. Ascarraga, who was born 
in the Philippines, who has been Chief 
of State in Madrid, Minister of War 
and lately president of the Council 
of Ministers in Spain,, also made his 
first studies at the University of St. 
Tomas, and was also sent back to his 
family as an incapable student. 

The father of Aguinaldo naturally 
did not share the general opinion of the 
intelligence of his son, and entered 
him at the Normal School which the 
Jesuit fathers directed at Manila; he 
was beginning there to be noticed by 
his professors, when his father died. 
He returned to Imus and devoted him- 
self eagerly to cultivating his patri- 
mony, in spite of the persistence of 
the Recollets in not recognizing his 
rights. 

Thus matters went on until 1893 when 
Dr. Rizal created at Manila the “Phil- 
ippine League.”’ It had no other object, 
this league, than to unite politically 
the archipelago with the metropolis. 
It was of short duration, for to beleng 
to it, it was necessary to have an an- 
nual revenue of 2000 francs. Rizal was 
deported, and soon afterward was 
formed another secret society which in 
a short time counted more than 
250,000 members. It called itself by the 
name of “Katipunan,’”’ which signifies 
“Society of coOperation and protection 
for rural socialists.” 

It was then that the government 
of the Philippines, confounding the 
members of the “Katipunan” with 
those of the Philippine League and the 
Free Masons, undertook against the 
natives the policy of repression, cruel 
and merciless, which has been so fatal. 
An order was given to arrest Aguin- 
aldo, who was suspected of being one 
of the most active chiefs of the Free 
Masons. The Spanish officer charged 
with this mission presented himself 
before the dwelling with half a dozen 
native soldiers armed with bayonets. 
Aguinaldo, without an instant’s hesita- 
tion, knocked out the brains of the un- 
happy Officer; then, haranguing his es- 
cort, he shamed them at being in the 
service of a power which for so many 
centuries had oppressed the country. 
His appeal to rebellion was without 
doubt eloquent, for the little troup ac- 
claimed him, and putting him at its 
head. went out of Imus, gaining the 
wooded heights which surround the vil- 
lage. 

This was the nuclues of the insur- 
gent army, which now consists of not 
less than 30,000 combatants, having for 
its unquestioned chief the blackballed 
student of the University of St. Tomas.

New Name for San Pedro, 

WILLIAM H.. KNIGHT, Los Ange- 
les: Mr. Eddy’s communication pub- 
lished in your issue of the 22d, in 
which he proposes to change the name 
of San Pedro to Something suggestive 
of Los Angeles, contained the germ of 
an excellent idea. Such a change 
would be desirable, both from the Los 
Angeles and San Pedro standpoint. 
But the new name proposed by Col. 
Eddy, “South Los Angeles,” may not 
be. available, as there is a portion .of 
the city adjacent to the southern 
boundary that has long been known 
by that name. 
a Why not call the port of San Pedro 
Los Angeles Harbor?’ That name 
would acurately express its relation- 
ship to this city. Many of the harbors 
of the great capitals of the world are 
at a distance from the cities of which 
they are the commercial entrepots. 

Yokohama with its 140,000 inhabitants 
is the seaport of Tokio, sixteen miles 
distant, having a population of 1,109,000, 
San Pedro is about the same distance 
from the southern border of this city, 
and would derive a distinct advantage 
by having its name identified with 
ours. 
Other instances of’ similar commer- 
cial relationship are numerous. 
Tientsin with 900,000 people is the port 
of Peking, forty miles distant, with a 
reputed population of 1,500,000. Che- 
mulpo on the west coast of Korea is 
the port of its capital and chief city, 


Seoul, seventeen miles distant, with 
about 2 000 people. Lima, the cap- 
ital of eru, 


with 110,000, is seven 
miles from its seaport, Callao, with 
30,000. Rome, with its half a million 
of people, is fifteen miles from the 
mouth of the Tiber on the Mediterra- 
nean. 

We may be sure that the future 
growth and prosperity of the harbor 
on which $2,000,000 is about to be ex- 
pended will be commensurate with the 
future growth and prosperity of its 
financial and business metropolis, Los 
Angeles, whose influence secured that 
appropriation, and the commercial in- 
terests of the two cities will be recip- 
rocal, hence a name implying that re- 
lationship will be mutually advanta- 
geous. Let us then cordially urge our 
friends in this promising seaport —to 
drop the old sleepy name of San Pedro. 
and assume the new and significant 
one of “‘lLos Angeles Harbor.” 


Simple Weapon for Fighting Fire, 


B. WALTON, Los Angeles: Having 
noticed the many destructive fires in 
California for several years past, and 
having had much experience with fires 
in the early days of Illinois, I wish to 
give your readers the best- method of 
fighting fire I ever tried. Take a 
stick suitable for a handle, four to six 
feet long; then take a good two-bushel 
cotton bag, bind the top or open end 
to one end of the stick and nail it fast, 
then grease the sack well with tallow 
or lard, and you have a weapon that 
will do more to pound out a blaze than 
anything I ever tried. Wetting the 
sack with water is good, but it will 
not last, while the grease and the ust 
it holds will give the sack weight all 
day. If the fires are very hot a longer 
stick or pole can be used. I always 
have one of these implements in my 
shed for instant use. It is also of 
great benefit to control back-firing, as 
two or three of them will control any 
small fire and the parties using them 
need not be much heated by going too 
near the fire.

Weekly Crop Bulletin. — Warm, dry 
weather continued during the past week, ex- 


cept in the eastern mountain sections, where. 


thunder showers occurred on several occa- 
sions. The prolonged hot, dry weather is 
making a perceptible impression upon vegeta- 
tion, except in orchards where there is suffi- 
tient .water to maintain growth of trees, 
though some sections report that trees are 
holding up well in spite of the drought. The 
hot weather caused considerablo damage to 
Erapes and vines in some places. It is prob- 
able that walnuts also were injured to some 
extent, but it is too early to ascertain the 
actual facts. Deciduous fruits are ripening 
earlier than usual. The crop varies, being 
fair in certain localities, while in others it is 
below the average, both in quantity and qual- 
ity. The weather was favorable for pcach 
frying, which is well advanced. The sugar- 
beet harvest is in full progress in Orange 
tounty.

A POSTAL EXPRESS, 


NEW BATTERY UNMASKED UPON 
WELLS, FARGO & CO. 


Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation Starts a Movement in 
Support of a Federal Express 
System Under the Postoffice De- 
partment. 


A new battery has been opened upon 
Wells, Fargo & Co., by the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association. At the 
meeting of the board of directors Mon- 
day evening resolutions were adopted 
asking the government to establish a 


postal express service, such as is in| 


operation in some European countries. 

The resolutions are to be sent to 
commercial bodies all over the country. 
As these bodies are ali irritated over 
the action of the express companies 
in forcing customers to pay for the 
internal revenue stamps on bills of 
lading, there aré unusually good pros- 
pects of arousing public finterest§ in 
the plan. The California Congressmen 
and Senators are to be asked by the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
clation to take the matter up. 

The resolutions are as follows: 

“Whereas, the postal express is be- 
ing successfully operated in many of 
the large European countries to the 
great benefit of the people, and, 
whereas, the Postoffice. Department of 
the United States allows the Carriage 
of packages to the miaximum rate of 
four pcunds, and, whereas, the in- 
auguration of the postal express in 
this country would reduce the charges 
of transportation now exacted by the 
express companies, and at the same 
time become an additional source of 
revenue to the government, 

“Resolved, by the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association of Los An- 
geles, that the representatives in 
Congress from this State be urgently 
requested to introduce and effect the 
passage at the next session of Con- 
gress of an act looking to the es- 
tablishment of a United States postal 
express under the jurisdiction of the 
Postoffice Department, upon the lines 
now in vogue in European. countries, 
and that this resolution be forwarded 
to the principal commercial bodies in 
the United States, urging similar ac- 
tion in this matter.” 

It was decided to request the board 
of freeholders' to incorporate in the 
new charter a _ provision authorizing 
appropriations from the city treasury 
for band concerts in the public parks. 

The secretary was instructed to call 
the attention of the local liuembers of 
the board of managers of the Soldiers’ 
Home of Santa Monica to the injus- 
tice of contracting for oleomargarine 
instead of butter for the old soldiers 
as detrimental to their health, and a 
blow to an important local industry.

ANTICIPATED CITY REVENUE AND

At a special meeting of the Finance 
Committee of the City Council to be 
held this afternoon at 2:30 o'clock, the

the board: will be represented at the 
conference today. The Park Depart- 
ment also wants more money but it 
is hardly expecting anything above 


what the Auditor allowed'for the parks. 
Secretary Mendénhall will attend the 
meeting today in the interests of that 
department. 

That the Auditor’s estimates will be. 
Clesely followed and that there will 
be a few changes in the figures which 
he submitted is stated as almost cer- 
tain by a member of the Finance Com- 
mittee. The Auditor, in making up 
his estimates of the needs of the sev- 
eral -departments closely estimated 
what the gross assessments of prop- 
erty’ for purposes of taxation would 
be and allowed for a reduction by the 
Board of Equalization of $500,000. That 
board, however, reduced as- 
assesment about $800,000, and of 
course a proportionate reduction in 
taxes will be-the result. The total 
amount to be raised by taxation was 
estimated by the Auditor at $762,237.44. 
It will be impossible to raise that 
amount on the present assessed valua- 
tion of property, and a shortage below 
the ‘Auditor's estimate is certain. The 
amount of that shortage is easily com- 
puted. The net assessment of property 
in the city proper, after the reductions 
‘by the Board of Kaqualization, have 
been taken from the Assessor's first 
figures is $57,071,620. The tax rate will 
be probably $1.25 on each $100 valua- 
tion and such a rate would yield on 
assessment mentioned $713,395.25. 
In the annexed portions of the city the 
total assessment after the reductions 
of the Board of Equalization had been 
made is $5,840,966, and on this the rate 


of taxation will be about $1.04. That 
rate would yield $39,946.04 in taxes. 
The total revenue of the city from 


taxation, provided there is no delin- 
quency, would therefore’ be $753,341.29. 
This is $8896.15 less than what the 
Auditor estimates must be raised. by 
taxation, and upon which he made his 
estimate of the revenue of the city. 
This shortage in the expected reve- 
nues of the city will, of course, have 
to be taken into consideration by the 
Finance Committee in making up the 
annual apportionment of funds, and 
some of the departments will therefore 
probably have to stand even greater 
reductions than have heretofore been 
made. Just where the money with 
which to make the several increases 
asked for is to come from the coin- 
mittee does not now know, 
probability is that few if any of the 
requests for more money will be 
granted. 
Councilman Foll has been devoting 
a portion of each day for weeks to the 
study of the city’s financial situation, 
aind all day yesterday he was preparing 
fon today’s meeting. The work of 
making up the budget must be com- 
pleted this week, for the charter pro- 
vides that the tax rate shall be fixed 
some time during August, and there 
is only one more regular meeting of 
the Council this month. 


THE POLICE COMMISSION. 
Charter Suggestions to Be Made. 
Another Investigation. 


In the absence of Acting Mayor Sil- 
ver, Who was attending a funeral, Com- 
missioner Gibbon presided at the reg- 
ular meeting of the Board of Police 
Commissioners yesterday morning. 
The attention of the commission was 
called to the necessity of having cer- 
tain provisions relative to the Police 
Department inserted in the city char- 
ter now being prepared by the Board 
of Freeholders. There are a number 
of charter provisions for the improve- 
ment of the police force and relating to 
its powers, which the board is desirous 
of having the charter-makers consider, 
and for the purpose of discussing these 
matters it was decided to hold a meet- 
ing of the commission Friday in the 
office of Chief Glass.

PAULINA BEAUMEISTER CHARGES 
HER FATHER AS INCORRIGIBLE. 


He Wants Her Sent to Whittier, and 
She Alleges That He is Brutal to 
His Wife and Family, and Sat. 
isfles the District Attorney, 


Scarce a week passes that the -Dis- 
Attorney's office does not issue 
a complaint against some boy or girl 
at the instance of the parent or par- 
ents on the ground of incorrigibility. 
Whittier is full to overflowing with 
the incorrigibles, and while there has 
been a moral conviction that in some 
cases the incorrigibility was on the 
side of the parents—and the court on 
more than one occasion has intimated 
as much—it remained for seventeen- 
year-old Paulina Beaumeister to open.- 
ly retort upon her father, who wanted 
her sent to Whittier, with the charge 
of being incorrigibly brutal and inde- 
cent in his behavior toward his wife 
and family. And this she did calmly 
and collectively, for, as she said to 
Asst.-Dist. Attorney Williams, her 
mother and the little children in the 
home were so terrorized that they dare 
not open their mouths in complaint. 
She met her father face to face yes- 
terday afternoon in the presence of 
Mr. Williams, and won her case, and 
this is how she did it: 

George Beaumeister has established 
his family on a little homestead out 
at Prospect Park. He is a wood turner 
in the employ of the Sterns Manufac- 
turing Company, and makes a fair 
wage, but*according to the testimony 
of the girl, Paulina, which was cor- 
roborated, he insisted that the small- 
est tot in the family should justify its 
title to existence by contributing to 
the family hoard. There are nine chil- 
dren in the family, but there are 
only five at home, the others being 
out in the world, and one at least hay- 
ing run away from home. 

The troubles of the Beaumeister men- 
age have not been altogether unknown 
to the police, and Paulina was laid up 
in the Receiving Hospital from the ef- 
fects of a beating she received from her 
father. On that occasion, when Offi- 
cer Arguello went to the house to in- 
quire into the matter, Mr. and Mrs. 
Beaumeister were in bed and the for- 
mer gripped his wife so flercely under- 
neath the clothes, and in such a sig- 
nificant manner that on the spur of the 
moment she was compelled to concoct 
a story which exonerated her hus- 
band and showed things to be just 
as they were—not. 

On Monday Beaumeister applied to 
Mr. Williams for a complaint against 
his daughter Paulina. He spoke ina 
smooth, convincing manner, and rep- 
resented his daughter as being be- 
tween 17 and 18 years of age, and ut- 
terly bad in every particular, and lost 
to all sense of shame. He charged her 
generally with running around town 
promiscuously and at night, particu- 
larly with living with one Louis Met- 
rovich, who is a wine maker and has 
a small orchard not very far from the 
Beaumeister home. His fatherly feel- 
ings were outraged, too, beyond endur-. 
ance by Paulina deliberately seeking 
to corrupt her two younger sisters, 
aged 12 and 14 years, respectively. Hav- 
ing made his charge, Beaumeister was 
tald to return to the District Attor- 
ney’s office at 5 o'clock last evening 
when he would be informed whether he 
would be granted the complaint he 
asked for or not. 

In the interim, however, the girl 
Paulina learned of what her father con- 
templated, and she also made a bee 
line for the District Attorney's office, 
and there told a painful and utterly 
sad story that probably would not have 
been believed had her word alone stood 
against her father’s. But during the 
day investigation was being made, and 
evidence was obtained that corrobo- 
rated the girl's statement in, at least, 
its most essential features. It devel- 
oped that the very atmosphere of the 
Beaumeister household was rendered 
contaminating to the children by the 
habits of the father. On Sundays or 
when not at work, he habitually arose 
from bed and came to the breakfast 
table in a state of almost absolute 
nudity, and then would generally re- 
turn to bed again. As a result of his 
blasphemous and indecent language, 
the youngest boy, a tot of 5 years, is 
such a uniquely picturesque swearer 
as to be an astonishment to fhe neighe 
borhood. 

When a trifle over 14 years of age, 
Paulina was sent by her father to work 
for Louis Metrovich—the same man 
that he now couples with his daugh- 
ters name. Up to about 
months ago she worked 
one place by the day, 
ing home each night, but 
was a long one, for she seldom got 
home before 11 or 12 o'clock at night.

herself. To be more precise, she has 
kept her money from her father, but 
so far as her means would permit she 
has helped her mother. Her father 
sent word to her by her mother that 
the premium on his $3000 insurance 
was due, and that, there being no 
money to meet it, ‘‘she must go out and 
rustle, he didn’t care how, but she must 
get the money that day.’ But she didn’t 
get the money, and the mother and 
daughter mingled their tears and won- 
dered how the trouble was all going 
to end. 

But the loss of Paulina’s wages had 
to be made up somehow, and so Annie, 
her fourteen-year-old sister, was sent 
out to Metrovich’s to work, while an- 
other girl, 11 years old, was hired out 
to herd cows. Even the little tots of 4 
and 5 years were sent up on the hills 
with their mother to cut wood for sale. 
And this round of toil for the children 
was alternated only with beatings that 
left their frail bodies black and blue. 
Nor did the mother escape, for she, 
too, was beaten by the man who was 
master of the household and all it con- 
tained. 

A lititle over a week ago Paulina be- 
came ill; she did not know where to 
£0; she dare not return home, and so 
went back to Metrovich’s place, and her 
little sister left the position she had oc- 
cupied there. That meant that the 
weekly income from Metrovich’s was 
lost to Beaumeister, for Pauline had 
previously announced her’ independ- 
ence. On Thursdgy last Beaumeister 
appeared upon ‘the scene with a shot- 
gun in pursuit of his daughter, but had 
his ardor somewhat subdued when 
Metrovich appeared with a_ revolver 
and told him if he didn’t get out he 
would blow the roof of his head off. 

This was about the state of the case 
as it had been unraveled yesterday 
when Beaumeister appeared in the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office shortly after 5 
o’clock. The girl Paulina was there to 
confront her father, Mr. Williams and 


other officials of the office. When 
Beaumeister was informed that he 
could not under the circumstances 


have a complaint against his daughter, 
he again began to malign her charac- 
ter, and bemoaned his fate that he 
should be so afflicted. The girl kept 
silence ‘for a time, and then broke 
forth with. a torrent of words. The 
brutal treatment of her mother was 
what apparently hurt her beyond all 
else, and again and again she recurred 
to it; she challenged him to deny it. 
He said that he had slapped his wife 
once or twice when she had lied to 
him, but those little differences would 
occur in the best of regulated families, 
and he appealed to the gentlemen pres- 
ent, if that was not so. As for beating 
the children, why should he-not, as a 
parent, correct them when they did 
wrong? As for confiscating the earn- 
ings of Paulina, he said he had been 
out about $1000 in uprearing her. But 
the girl swept the father’s words aside, 
and with a face blazing with indigna- 
tion defied him to do his worst, so far 
as she was concerned, but that, so far 
as her mother and sisters and brothers 
were affected, his brutalities had ~ to 
cease.

SLANDERING A TITLE. 


An Abstract Company as a Court of 
Appeal. 
One of the abstract companies has 


ventured to arrogate to itself the 
province of an appellate court, but not 
with the most striking success. In 
the estate of M. R. de Marquez, de- 


ceased, Judge Clark granted an order 
of sale of lot one in the Ruiz tract, on 
Ninth street, to Pasqual Marquez, ad- 
ministrator of the estate. The prop- 
erty found a purchaser in J. H. Gur- 
man and the Title Guarantee and Trust 
Company on North Broadway was ap- 
plied to for a certificate of title. That 
company, however, refused to furnish 
a certificate on the ground that they 
didn’t agree with Judge Clark: and 
that they didn’t believe the court had 
any authority to sell any real estate 
where a minor -or a widow was con- 
cerned, and when the estate had been 
appraised at less than $1500. 

Under these circumstances Gurman: 
brought a friendly suit against Pasqual 
Marquez to quiet title to the lot, and 
when the facts in the case were ex- 
plained to the court yesterday Judge 
Shaw appeared to be quite tickled at 
the cool impertenance of the abstract 
people. 

“You haven't brought suit against 
the abstract company for slandering 
your title, have you?” the court in- 
quired. 

Upon being informed that no such 
step had been taken, Judge Shaw inti- 
mated the pleasure it would give him 
in such event to award judgment for 
a heavy amount. 

There being no defense in the case, 
judgment went: for the plaintiff. 


THE INJUNCTION HOLDS, 


Skirmish in the Alleged Cigar Com- 
pany Swindle. 

A preliminary skirmish in “the al- 
leged swindle among the stockholders 
of the Rosenstein-Cohn Cigar Company 
took place before Judge Shaw yester- 
day. It came about on a motion by 
the reorganized company to dissolve 
the injunction, obtained by Elias Cohn, 
to prevent his stock being sold for a 
delinquent assessment. 

The full and detailed account of the 
complicated organization and reorgan- 
ization proceedings of the company has 
already been made public; suffice it to 
say that the motion was denied yester- 
day because Judge Shaw has a mathe- 
matical twist on his head which takes 
precedence of any legal twist in the 
law books. The court desired to know 
if originally there were 630 shares of 
capital stock, valued at $31,500, and all 
paid up except $1500; and under the 
private reorganization scheme there 
were 280 shares with a paid up capital 
of $14,000, what room there existed for 
an assessment call, the proportion 
of paid-up stock having been main- 
tained when the reorganization took 
place. The court conceded that if the 
$1500 worth of original stock had not 
been disposed of it might be sold, but 
he could not see what right existed for 
a levy of 10 per, cent, to raise the $1400 
required. 

Mr. Dunning, counsel for the com- 
pany, made an_ explanation, and 
pinned his faith to the technicalities 
of the statute, but Judge Shaw held 
that either the stock in question was 
all paid up or else it was unpaid in 
precisely the same proportion as under 
the old regime.

Ill -feeling Over a Ready Way to 
Quiet Title.

Dr, John Strother Griffin Dies at 
the Age of Eighty-two 
Years, 


PASADENA ONCE HIS PASTURE. 


BOUGHT THE EAST SIDE FOR FIFTY 
CENTS AN AORB. 


Army Surgeon With Kearney, Pre+ 


Argonautic Pioneer, Civic 
Leader, Physician and 
Landholder, 


Dr. John Strother Griffin, pioneer, 
physician and leader in public affairs, 
the man -who founded East Los An- 
geles, and whose sheep once roamed 
in thousands over his Ranche San Pas- 
cual, where now is Pasadena, died 
early yesterday morning at the ripe old 
age of 82 years. 

_ Through the history of Southern Cali- 
fornia for the past half a century runs 
the thread of the dead man’s life: He 
was friend and neighbor of the men: 
who shaped the early progress of Los: 
Angeles, and the story of the city can 
never be told completely: without fre-' 
quent reference to his name. ae 
_ Dr. Griffin died shortly after midnight 
at his home in East, Los: Angeles, No, 
1109 Downey avenue, where for a num- 
ber of years he has lived with his

Griffin bought a large amount of the 
land,, and built the first irrigation ditch

settlers calling thems Gaintornin 
picked out the Rancho San Pascual as 
the cream of everything, and bought 
4000° acres from Dr. Griffim at about 
$7.50 an acre, a price which was 
thought highly satisfactory. 

With Hancock Johnston, 
Dr. Griffin planned the laying-out of 
East Los Angeles. Streets and avenues 
and parks were .all born im the two 
men’s brains. ‘They sold the land lit- 
tle by'‘little, presented East Side Park 
to the city, and so, where sheep had 


Castile, arose thickly-settled East Los 
Angeles. 

Dr. Griffin was always keenly inter- 
He was a Democrat 
but he refused to accept 
office. He was a leader in projects for 
muhicipal‘improvement, and one of 
those whose opinion was always re- 
spected in matters of public interest. 

For the past fifteen years Dr. Griffin 
lived in retirement, using his medical 
kmowledge only for charity or friend- 
ship, prompt ta give his aid when mis- 
fortune or poverty appealed, or when 
an ‘old friend .wanted the comfort of 
“the family doctor’s’” aid, but spending 
most of his time in enjoying a well- 
earned rest. 

The march of time has obliterated his 
old home place. For many years Dr. 
Griffin lived cn Main street, between 
Frst and Second. The land ran through 
to the east some distance beyond what

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For several years his health had been 
failing, but he was seriously ill for 
only a week before his death. His 
mind retained its vigor until the last. 
The funeral will be held at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon. Services will be con- 
ducted at the home and at the grave 
in Evergreen Cemetery- by Dr. J. P. 
Widney, an intimate friend of the de- 
ceased. The pall-bearers will be six 
old friends, J. M. Griffith, Harris New- 
mark, 8S. Lazard, Reginaldo Del Valle, 
Maj. Ben Truman and James Craig. 
Everything will be quietly and simply 
conducted in accordance with Dr, 
Griffin's own wishes. 

Dr. Griffin’s wife, Mrs. Louisa Hays 
Griffin, died in 1888, after a happy 
married Jife of thirty-two years. Dr. 
Griffin leaves no children, and his only 
surviving near relatives are Mr. and 
Mrs. Johnston, hijs nieces, Mrs. George 
J. Denis of this city, and Mrs. William 
B. Pritchard of San Francisco, and 
their children. 

Dr. Griffin. was a man of genial na- 
ture, public-spirited and generous, and 
his popularity was widespread among 
all the old families of Los Angeles. 

It was in 1846 that he came to Cali- 
fornia. Born in Fincastle, Va., in 1816, 
of an old Virginia family, he was 
brought up in. Louisville, Ky., by a 
maternal uncle, George Hancock. He 
received his medical education at the 
University of Pennsylvania in Phila- 
delphia, and then practiced for several 
years in Louisville. In 1840 he was ap- 
pointed assistant surgeon in the army, 
and after service in Florida and on the 
Southwest frontier at Fort Gibson, he 
was with Gen. Kearney in 1846, when 
he entered Santa Fé at the outbreak of 
the Mexican war. He followed Kear- 
ney in his historic march to California, 
took part in the battle of San Pasqual, 
and reached San Diego on Decembér 
10, 1846. 

Stirring times followed. Dr. Griffin 
was with the troops in the little bat- 
tles at San Gabriel, La Mesa, and else- 
where, when the Mexicans attempted 
to hold back the invaders, and on Jan- 
uary 10, 1847, he witnessed the capture 
of the sleepy little Mexican town of Los 
Angeles, whose 3000 inhavitants were 
much excited at the coming of the 
Americans. 

Dr. Griffin's first sight of Los Ange- 
les whetted his desire to settle down 
after his adventurous army life and 
enpoy the sweets of California content- 
ment. He remained in the service of the 
government until the war was over, 
served at Benecia and for a while in 
Washington, D. C., and then resigned 
his commission and made his way 
back to the Pacific Coast to realize 
the cherished plan of living in Los 
Angeles. 

Physicians were scarce in those days, 
and a man with a university education 
and seventeen years’ experience as 
army eurgeon and general practitioner 
was instantly welcomed and called to 
minister to the ailments of ail the 
best people for miles around. 

Like a circuit rider he journeyed up 
and down Southern California in an- 
swer to the calls of American settlers 
and Spanish patrons. It was ro uncom- 
mon thing for him to jump into his 
saddie and ride fifty miles io relieve 
the sufferings of a patient on some 
distant rancho. His skill was implicitly 
trusted, and his services continually 
in demand, and fees were libera! for 
his work... | 
Then came the desire to be a landed 
preprietor. Dr. Grifiin invested some 
of his surplus funds in the ranch of 
La Rosa de Castilla, on the eastern 
eide of the river, out a little way; from 
the old town. He bought thousands of 


is now Los Angeles street, then not laid 
out. It was an old-fashioned home, 
with huge pepper trees, gardens amd 
barns, and in those days seemed pleas- 
antly far away from the business quar- 
ter of the city. But the town grew 
and obliterated the old home, just as 
time will before long leave the name 
of the pioneer and man of affairs only 
a memory and a name on the map 
where runs Griffin avenue. 


A SPANIARD’S PROPHECY. 


A Hundred Years Ago He Foresaw 
America as a Tyrannical Colossus. 


[John Fiske in “‘The Critical Period 
of American History:’] Count Ar- 
anda, the representative of the King 
of Spain, at the negotiations which 
closed the war of the American Revo- 
lution, wrote a letter to his King, just 
after the treaty was concluded at 
Paris, in which he uttered this notable 
prophecy: “This federal republic is 
born a pigmy. A day will come when 
it will be a giant, even a colossus, for- 
midable in these countries. Liberty 
of conscience, the facility for establish- 
ing a new population on immense lands,’ 
as well as the advantages of the new 
government, will draw thither farmers 
and artisans from all the nations. In 
a few years we shall watch with grief 
the tyranny of this same colussus.” 

The letter went on to predict that 
the Americans would presently get pos- 
session of Florida and attack Mexiéo. 
Similar arguments were doubtless used 
by Aranda in his interviews with Ver- 
gennes, the French Prime Minister, and 
France, as well as Spain, sought to 
prevent the growth of the dreaded 
colossus. To this end Vergennes main- 
tained that the Americans ought to 
give up to England all the territory 
north of the Ohio River, The region 
south of this limit should, he thought, 
be made an Indian territory, and placed 
under the protection of Spain and the 
United States. A line was to be drawn 
from the mouth of the Cumberland 
River, following that stream about as 
far as the site of Nashville, thence 
running southward to the Tennessee, 
thence curving eastward nearly to the 
Alleghanies, and descending throvgh 
what is now Eastern Alabama to the 
Florida line. The territory to the east 
of this irregular line was to be under 
the protection of the United States; 
the territory to the west of it was to 
be under the protection of Spain. In 
this division the settlers beyond the 
mountains would retain their connec- 
tion with the United States, which 
would not touch the Mississippi River 
at any point. 

Vergennes held that this was all the 
Americans could reasonably demand, 
and he agreed with Aranda that they 
had as yet gained no foothold upon the 
eastern kank of the great river, un- 
mindful of the fact that at that very 
moment the fortresses at Cahokia 
and Kaskaskia were occupied by Vir- 
ginia garrisons. 

On the part of the Americans the 
treaty of Paris was one of the most 
brilliant triumphs of diplomacy. Had 
the affair been managed by men of or- 
dinary ability, some of the greatest 
results of the Revolutionary war would 
have been lost; the new republic would 
have beencooped up between theAtlan-. 
tic Ocean and the Alleghany mountains 
our westward expansion wéuld have 
been impossible without further war- 
fare in which European powers would 
have been involved, and the formation 
of our Federal union would doubtless

BLACKBURNS IN WANT. | 


POLICEMAN DESERTS HIS FAMILY 
AND LEAVES THEM PENNILESS. 


Home is Mortgaged and Several 
Hundred Dollars are Owing for 
Groceries and Meats and Things. 
Mrs. Blackburn an Invalid—Wo- 
man in, the Case is Black, 


Mrs. James W. Blackburn of No 1917 
East Second street, wife of Police 
Officer Blackburn, whom she charges 
with having deserted her for a negress, 
and her three small children are in 
destitute circumstances and depend- 
ent for their. maintenance upon the 
kindness of neighbors and friends. 
There has not been a penny of income 
in the family for several months. 
Grocers, butchers and otners to whom 
Mrs. Blackburn owes large sums of 
money—one bill alone amounting to 
more than $200—are beseiging her for 
payment of her indebtedness to them. 
The womay is helpless in the matter, 
for she has not a dollar. 

Mrs. Biackburn has been deserted by 
her husband, who has been on the 
police force for the past five years. The 
couple have not been living together 
for some. months, during which ttme 
Blackburn has not thought it incum- 
bent upon him to provide for his wife 
and family. He left his position on the 
force last Friday. Heis knownto have 
taken the 10:20 o’clock train that night 
for the north. Deputy Sheriff McClure 
says he saw Blackburn at Oakland pier 
last Saturday night. Be was then 
about to cross over to San Francisco. 

Mrs. Blackburn's eldest child is a boy 
9 years of age. Her youngest is 
about three years old. She herself is 
sickly and wnable to do manual labor 
to’ any extemt. Up to ome year ago 
Mrs. Blackburn and her husband lived 
in peace together. About this time 
she became an invalid, and her hus- 
band estranged himself from their 
home. He is said to have taken up 
with a young colored woman, and the 
latter is declared the cause of the final 
separation of the policemam amd his 
wife. Mrs. Blackbum has letters that 
passed between her husband and the 
woman. One of these letters speaks of. 
$90 or so, which Blackburn ‘sent his 
colored consort when she was in New 
York. Blackburn demanded these let- 
ters from his wife last Thursday. She 
told him he would have to step over her 
dead body before he could secure them. 

Ten days or 80 ago Mrs. Blackburn 
called on the Chief of Police ama comi- 
plained to him that she was being neg- 
lected by her husband. She was told 
the matter would be investigated; that 
is all the satisfaction she has had in 
the matter to date. Wen Blackburn 
was called into the chief’s office he 
started his part of the conversation by 
denying every assertion his wife had 
made. When letters amd papers were 


shown him he confessed all, but prom- 


ised in the future to do better by his 
family. 

Blackburn threatened to commit sui- 
cide on several occasions. He told a 
friend he would not end his life just 
yet, however, because his insurance 
policy in the Maccabees for $3000 was 
in his wife’s name, and he wished his 
children only to get what he left. He 
said he would try to have the policy 
changed in favor of his children. 

Chief of Police Glass has done noth- 

ing in the matter as yet. He said he 
will investigate, and if he finds the 
facts to be as rumor represents them, 
he will suggest Blackburn’s suspen- 
sion from the force. He was not given 
leave of absence, and he was not to 
have gone on his annual vacation until 
September 3. The woman in the case 
is supposed to be still in the city. In = 
her lodging-house on North Main 
street she passes for a Spanish 
woman.

She has 
many friends and some of these have 
aided her, and will perhaps continue 
to do so. There is a considerable mort- 
gage on the Blackburn home. 


GETTING INTO PRISON. 


The Chief Vocation in the Life of 
Count Dianovitch. 


Count Rocco Dianovitch has made 
the getting into prison the chief busi- 
ness of his life for 34 of the 47 years 
he has lived, for the purpose of eath- 
ering information for a book he is 
anxious to write on the subject. At 
13 he left his home and went into 
Prussia, where he was arrested for 
trespassing and sent to prison for 
three months, working at chair-mak- 
ing. From that time to this he has 
never been free from the desire’ to 
continue his prison explorations. 

From 13 till he was 20 he was in and. 
out of more than twenty prisons in 
Belgium, Prussia, Poland and Russia. 
His first experience of jail life in En- 
gland was in Liverpool, which was 
one of the worst he was ever in, filled 
with drunken sailors from all over the 
world. He stayed there six days, 
when he paid his fine and got out, the 
first time he failed to serve his sen- 
tence. Then he went to. Ireland, 
France, Spain, Italy, Greece and Tur- 
key: then to Egypt, where the jails 
are the worst in the world excpt Aus- 
tralia; next to India and Japan, and 
then to America, where he remained 
for more than a year, spending most 


of histime in jails and penitentiaries. |

[Birmingham Gazette:] For the 
first time an English railway company 
has printed a twenty-four hours’ time 
table. This is the Great Eastern Com- 
pany'’s table of the new direct service 
to Spa.

FATE’ OF CYCLEWAY TO BE DE- 
CIDED THURSDAY EVENING. 


Inthe Air That It Will Win—New 
Recruit for the Klondike—Pasa- 
dena Wants a Convalescent Hoas- 
pital—A Boom for the Little 
Burro—Brevities, 


PASADENA, . Aug. 23.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] The City Trustees of South 
Pasadena find themselves in a peculiar pre- 
dicament. As was thrown into their faces 
at the public mecting lJasf"week, they were 
undoubtedly elected on a pledge against the 
cycleway franchise. @When they were nomi- 
nated for oifice the sentimént cof the com- 
munity was against the enterprise. As the 
— of the management have progressed, 

owever, and they have paid liberal prices 
for the right of way through the town, 
popular feeling has undergone a transfor- 
mation. 

“The:people down here seem to have been 
hypnotized by somebody,’’ said Mr. Lock- 
wood at the public meeting, and he ac- 
Knowledged to have come under the same 
mesmeric influence, for he withdrew. his sig, 
nature from the protest and voted in favor 
of the cycleway. The majority of the peo- 
ple have concluded that the enterprise will 
be a benefit to.the town, and, as will be 
remembered, they voted overwhelmingly at 
this meeting to ask the Trustees to grant 
the franchise. . 

On Thursday evening the Trustees will 
meet and it is expected that the franchise 
duestion, which has been pending before 
them for many months, will come up for 
final settlement. Up to this time it has 
been impossible to say what their vote 
would be; some of them have been person- 
ally opposed to the proposition. from the 
start and have maintained this attitude up 
to the present time; but there are indica- 
tions that a majority of the board will act 
in accordance with the evident wishes of 
most of the. citizens and grant the fran- 
chise. They have been careful not to com- 
mit themselves, but it is in the air in South 
Pasadena that the Cycleway Company is to 
win. ‘Don’t ask us how we shall vote—we 
don’t know ourselves,” gaid one of the 
Trustees a day or two ago; but President 
Dobbins says he has hopes that they will 
adjust the matter by a unanimous vote to 
accept the public verdict and let in the 
cycleway. 

HOSPITAL FOR CONVALESCENTS. 


Mrs. J. A. Buchanan, who returned to 
Pasadena yesterday from,the State meeting 
of the Red Cross Society,.to which she was 
sent as a delegate, will make an-interesting 
report to the local auxiliary at its next 
meeting on Friday.It has become apparent 
to the patriotic Red Cross ladies that the 
next work required of them will be to pay 
some attention to the sick soldiers coming 
home from the Philippines and the West In- 
dies. The society proposes to establish a 
convalescent hospital somewhere on this 
Coast, and’ the question, where shall it be, 
has already arisen.

REDLANTS. 


Solving the Water Question—A Gooa | 


Well Bored, 

REDLANDS, Aug. 22.—{Regular Corre- 
spondence ] Some orchardists are individ- 
ualy working out their own solution of the 
water question. One of them, W. B. Benson, 
has just reached a satisfactory solution for 
his ranch. He-has bored a 10-inch well toa 
depth of 202 feet, and a pump with a ca- 
pacity of twenty inches was unable to per- 
ceptibly lower the water.in the well. The 
water stands in the well at about twenty- 
five feet from the surface, whether it is 
being pumped or not, but a pump with a 
greater capacity will be put in to determine 
the full flow into the well, if possible. In 
boring the well three strata of water-bear- 
ing gravel were struck, each with a thick 
layer of hard, impervious clay between. The 
lower stratum passed through is about thirty 
feet thick, and very hard. 

STORE FLOODED. 

Yesterday the waste tank receiving the 
water from four bathtubs over the Eagle 
dry goods house burst, and the water ran 
through the ceiling upon the goods below. 
Fortunately but small part of the store 
was flooded, and’only about $150 worth of 
goods damaged. 

For the first time in over two weeks the 
maximum temperature did not reach 100 deg. 
It was but 90 deg. today. ' 

W. J. Doran of Old San Bernardino showed 
today some lemons which were packed green 
last* November, and which are now in good 
condition. Part were wrapped separately in 
paper and packed in a box, and part were 
packed ia a box in bulk and covered with 
gunny sacks. They are all full of juice, and 
the skin is soft and tough.

Democrats, Populists and Silwer Re- 
publicans FPurtition the County 
Ofices—Cloudburst at Campo, 
Developdent of Rich Gold Mines 
in Lower California. 


SAN DIEGO, Aug. 23. — [Regular Corres 
spondence.}] Owing to a slip somewhere be- 
tween the cup and the lip, the Democrats, 
Populists and Silver Republicans had to meet 
again yesterday to fix up a partition of the 
spoils of office. The leaders forgot to allow 
anything whatever to the Republicans, but 
partitioned everything among the three other 


parties. The slate as arranged finally is as 
follows: The Democrats are to have the 
Sheriff, County Clerk, Treasurer, Superin- 


tendent of Schools, C.ty Justice, Township Jus- 
tice and one constable, the aggregate salaries 
being $26,800. The Silver Republicans are to 
have the Tax Collector, Surveyor, Auditor, 
State Senator, country Assemblyman and ore 
constable, the salaries being $15,500. The 
Populists are to take the field, consisting of 
the District Attorney, Recorder, Assessor, 
Public Administrator, Coroner, two Supervis- 
ors and city Assemblyman, representing sal- 
aries of $20,550. Whether or not this pro- 
gramme is carried out remains to be seen. 
CLOUDBURST AT CAMPO. 

The big thunderheads that have been hover- 
ing over the Laguna Mountains broke yester- 
day afternoon and made a small panic in the 
town of Campo. The day was hot and sultry, 
without a cloud in the sky except to the 
northward, where a few black-looking clouds 
hung over the mountains. One of these c!ouds 
got a little too low and was scuttled by a 
mountain peak, so that everything in it ran 
out at once. The country was flooded within 
fifteen minutes, and the Milquatay River, 
flowing past Campo, arose, shook the sand out 
of its bed and climbed over both banks. 

In Campo the water rose with great rapid- 
ity, soon covering the floor of. Klauber’s gro- 
cery store to the depth of two feet. Chickéns, 
pigs and other small fry went down with the 
flood, but no human beings were lost, having 
ample time to get out of the way. The side 
cafions were full of water for a couple of 
hours, and then dried up as quickly as they 
flooded. The rainfall at Cuyamaca ‘was 1.08 


inches. 
RICH GOLD MINES. 

Some of the newly-opened Lower California 
mines are sending up rich samples of ore. 
Emiliano Ibarra, who is opening several 
claims at’ Calmalli, sent several hundred 
pounds of samples to Ensenada, which will 
arrive here on the next steamer. In the lot 
are pieces of rock that are said to be half 
gold. The yellow metal boils out of the rceck, 
covers it with a yellow scale, and speckles 
the quartz all through. The rock is from the 
bottom of the shaft, and tnere is a lot more 
of the same kind of rock, according to pas- 
sengers of the steamer St. Denis who visited 
Calmalli. 

J. B. Eldridge and Alex Benham of San 
Francisco went down to look at Harry Can- 
non’s gold mine near San José, back of Ca- 
malu. They are said to have reached an un- 
derstanding for bonding the mine, and will 
arrange to get in machinery. The landing at 
Camalu will be utilized for disembarking 
freight. 

O. O. Howard, Jr., son of Gen. Howard, re- 
cently paid a visit to Alamo, where he in- 
spected the Viznaga mine with a view to pur- 
chasing it. The Viznaga is one of the bo- 
nanzas of that section, regularly yielding a 
big profit from the ten-stamp mill. Another 
section that is attracting attention is La Hu- 
erta, near San Rafael Valley, where new 
quartz discoveries have been made.

ROY HERO SAVES HIS PLAYMATE 
FROM DROWNING. 


Brave 


Deed of Mieven-year-old 
Frank Watson—A Second Com- 
rude Drowned — Right-of-way 
Work for an Outfall Sewer. 


SANTA ANA, Aug. ~—{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The body of the little boy who 
was drowned in the Santa Ana River near 
Newport Beach yesterday afternoon was re- 
covered at 10 o'clock last night by dragging 
the river bed with_a seine. The particulars 
of the accident are that Joseph Wickard, 
the ten-year-old boy who was drowned, in 
company with his brother, who is only a 
year anda half older, and Frank Watson, an 
eleven-year-old playmate from Westminster, 
went up the river to go in bathing. They 
selected a place with a sloping, sandy bank, 
and the three went into the water. Sud- 
denly the two brothers, who were ahead, 
stepped off the bank into water over their 
heads. They both called for help. Frank, 
who could swim only a few strokes, went to 
their rescue, grabbing the older boy and 
pulling him to shore. Meanwhile the other 
boy had been carried farther into the water 
by the current, and when Frank saw he 
could not rescue him he ran to bis father’s 
camp, a mile away, for heip 

When Mr. Watson arrived the unfortunate 
lad had gone under for the last time. His 
brother had stood helplessiy by on the bank 
and watched him drown. Mr. Watson dived 
for the body, but could not locate it. A geine 
was dragged up and down the bed-of the 
river for the body, but it had evidently been 
carried up the stream by the tide. The net 
was then set below the railroad bridge to 
catch the body if it floated down. When 
the tide became lower the seine was again 
put in the water above where the youth 
had gone in the water, and it was recovered. 
at the first haul. When taken from the 
water the body was covered with crabs, 
which had commenced to eat away his ears 
and eyelashes, and had even broken the 
skin on the breast. 

The body was brought to town this morn- 
ing by Deputy Coroner Smith, and an in- 
quest was held by Coroner Clarke. 

OUTFALL SEWER. 

Last night's session of the Board of City 
Trustees was a short one, and little business 
aside from the discussion of plans for the 
construction of the city’s sewer system was 
transacted.

POMONA. 


Comparison of County and Contract 
Fumigation Instituted. 
POMONA, Aug. 23.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.}] Some time ago Prof. A. J. Cook of 
Pomona College stated his preference for the 
pian of the county owning tents for furni- 
gating orchards and having them under the 
charge of competent foremen and corps of 
assistants, rather than having tne work 
done by various contractors. Ho cited the 
orchards of San Bernardino County, which 
are fumigated largely on -he county plan, as 
being better treated <han orchards here- 
about, which are almost entirely fumigated 
by contract. This statement called forth ex- 
ceptions from some of the fumigators, anda 

fuller investigation was requested. 

Today Prof. Cook, Dr. +)unn.-Mr. Pease, 
Horticultural Commissioner for San Ber ar- 
dino county, Mr. Fink and Mr. MeGinnis, 
horticultural inspectors for San Bernardino 
county, and Charles Dreher and J. C. Deck 
of this place, examined a great number of 
orchards, 

Prof. Cook says the investigation ts not 
far enough along to warrant any definite 
conclusions. He will examine a great num- 
ber of orchards, and when fully informed 
will publish a report on the exact conditions. 

Dr. Dunn, a contractor who has done a 
great deal of work here, asserts that while 
the contract work is not perfect, it never 
will be while the judgment of men must be 
depended on for its success. .He pointed out 
that some trees in the orchards fumigated 
both by the county and by the confractors 
were found filled with scale, even after the 
fumigation. One tree in particular in a 
county job was very bad. This, he said, was 
assertea to be an oversight which was the 
most Charged against the contractors. 

It is claimed that the investigation will 
be beneficial in securing more conscientious 
work, and that a rivalry will spring up that 
can only be beneficial to the orchardists. If 
it goes to the extent that Los Angeles 
county will take up the matter it may prove 
of great benefit to orchardists.

Written Opinion Rendered in the 
Agricultural Association Case. 
VENTURA, Aug. 23.—{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] A written opinion was delivered 
yesterday afternoon by Judge W. S. Day in 
the Superior Court in the case of the Peo- 
ple’s Lumber Company, et al., vs. Ventura 
Agricultural Association. This case has b en 
in court during the past year and invoives 
about 107 persons, all stockholders of the 

insolvent association. 

It seems that the association was formed 
during 1895, with a capital stock of $30,000, 
divided into 300 shares. The court now finds 
that the capital stock of the corporation in 
the hands of solvent holders is 165 shares, 
or $16,500, and that the judgment should 
be given in favor of the general creditors, 
the principal claims of which are as fol- 
lows: People’s Lumber Company, $1652.77;

BOARD OF FREEROLDERS STRUG- 
GLE WITH BIG PROBLEMS, 


Examination for Appointments 
and Promotions—Present Officials 
not to Be Disturbed—Doard . of 
Public Works Meets With Little 
Favor—It Has no Utility. 


The report of the Committee on Civil 
Service was considered at length by the 
Board of Freeholders last evening. 
being adopted except in a few points as 
an article of the new city charter. 
The report provides for the creation 
of a civil service commission, to con- 
sist of three men, appointed by the 
Mayor, whose terms of offices shall ter- 
miunate on separate years. There shall 
be an examiner who shall also be secre- 
tary of the commission. The commis- 
sion shall have charge of the appoint- 
ment of applicants to ‘places in the 
departments of City Clerk, Fire, City 
Attorney, Treasurer, Police, Auditor, 


Health, Buildings, Water Works, Li- 
brary, Park, City Engineer and all 


boards or departments controlling pub- 
lic utilities. The school department 
was included in the report, but at 
the request of Prof. Millard that feature 
was laid over until the report of the 
Committee on School Department 1s 
submitted, as that report will include 
rules for a distinct method of ap- 
pointment and promotion in that de- 
partment. | 

Exceptions to the control of appoint- 
ments by the commission are the May- 
or’s clerk, Chief of Police, chief depu- 
ties of the Treasurer and Engineer, 


Suyerintendent of Schools and_ his 
deputies, first and second; assistants 
of the City Attorney, chief engineer 


of the fire department, Superintendent 
of Buildings, and physicians on the 
Board of Health. 
All day laborers to be employed by 
the city are to be selected by lot 
from among the applicants. ; 
Barring these exceptions, all appoint- 
ments shall be limited to those who 
pass examinations, the commissioners 
certifying to any department calling 
upon it for an applicant for a place 
the names of three applicants who have 
passed the examination, the head of 
the department having power to se- 

‘t one of the three. 
examinations shall public, 
competitive and free to all citizens of 
the United States® and shall relate 
to the physical qualifications of — 
applicant, as well as his educationa 
adaptability to the citys service. - 
Removal of any employé can only 
be made after a hearing by the com- 
mission based on charges preferred. 
Heads of departments have the power 
however, to suspend for a period to be 
determined by the rules of the com- 

ission. 
It is made a misdemeanor for any 
person to pay or promise to pay for 
any appointment or promotion In the 
city’s service, and any person who vio- 
lates this provision is to be dismissed 
from any position he may hold or be 
perpetually barred from holding any 
position under the city government. 
The committee will report later a 
provision providing punishment for any 
city employé who contributes to poli- 
tical campaign funds, and for any 
person who solicits such contributions 
from the employés. 
Henry T. Hazard introduced an 
Amendment to the effect that employés 
of the city at the time the charter 
goes into effect shall be deemed to 
have the necessary qualifications for 
their respective positions, and shall 
retain their places until discharged for 
cause. This amendment was referred 
to the committee to embrace in the re- 
port, by unanimous vote. 
Albert Crutcher. chairman of the 
Committee on the Board of Public 
Works, reported that he could not 
make a favorable report on the creaticn 
of such a board. as he could see no 
utility in it. He said: 
“The olf charter has provisions touch- 
ing public works which are ignored be- 
cause they are in conflict with general 
law. The Oakland charter provides 
great powers for the Board of Public 
Works of that city, but they are mot 
found practicable as all the street 
work and most of the other public 
work is assigned by general law to 
other officials. The San Francisco 
charter gives immense power to the 
Board of Public Works of that city, 
in an effort to take from the Super- 
visors powers invested in them by gen- 
eral law, but the charter is not yet in 
force. We have here provided for the 
appointment of the heads of depart- 
ments by the Mayor. This board 
would also be appoimted by the Mayor. 
Hiow can you expect the same Mayor 
to secure better men for this board 
than he can get for the heads of de- 
partments? Way attempt to take from 
the Council powers which are given 
that body by State laws?” 
President Lee attempted to appoint 
a new committee for this department, 
but without success, He finally asked: 
“Has the Board of Public Works no 
friend?” The problem remained un- 
solved. Mr. Newmark has been the 
chief advocate of the Board of Public 
Works, but he is loaded down with 
work and would not head another com- 
mittee. It looked very much as though 
the charter would make no provision 
for such a department. ° 

The board adjourned to meet Thurs- 
day evening.
